Believe thou art not ignorant of the many difſenſions 8 con- 
tentions that have been among the People of God about 
the Sabbath-day. Some ſtood for the old Sabbath ( ſo called . 
by ſome ) meaning the Jews Sabbath-day. Some for a new 
Sabbath (ſo called by ſome) meaning the day of Chrifſts Re- 
ſurre&tion. And ſome for no Sabbath but what Magiſtrates 
do appoint, No ſmall Controverſies have been between all 
theſe about the Sabbath-day, as I believe thou knoweſt. But - 
. the ground and cauſe of all ſuch their Controverſies z and 
how for Peace ad Agreement ſake it may be removed and 
taken away, I ſuppoſe thou doſt not know : both w hich I will 
diſcover unto thee. "xt 
"The ground of ſuch their differences is a miſunderſtanding 
of theſe words of the Commandment, S7x days ſhalt thou Ia- 
bour, and do all thy work, but the ſeventh day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God, 1 it thou ſhalt do no manner of work, By the fix 
days muſt be meant, either the ſix days of Gods work, or the 
fix days of work with men: either the fix firſt days at the 
- Creation, in which God wrought; and made all- things 3 or 
elſe the fix work-days of the week in uſe with men where they 
live. So alſo the ſeventh day muſt relate to the fix days of 
Gods work, or elſe to the fix days of mens labour : it muſt be 
the ſeventh day from the beginning. of the Creation, or the 
ſeventh day from mens beginning their {fix week-days-of*la- 
bourz It muſt either be the day of Gods Reſt; /which itrinie- 
diately followed the fix days of his work, or: the day offeſt

They, between whom the ſaid diſſenſions have been and are, 
haveand do hold generally,that the ſeventh day muſt and doth 
relate to the ſix days of Gods labour, and not of mans : It muſt 
be, they all think, the very day of Gods Reſt, the ſeventh day 
from the Creation. "Thus they all thought that the Jews Sab-. 
bath-day, which was from Fridays Sun-ſetting to Saturdays 


Sun-ſetting, was the preciſe day of vods Reſt: and every of 


their other (ix days of the week, to be the very ſame with the 
{ix days of the Creation,, whether they lived in Jadez, in Ba--. 
bylon, in Spain, in Ophyr, or in any other place, it maketh no 
matter, think they. Though Sunday with Chriſtians be the 
day immediately following their ſix days of labour; and on 
which they having laboured {1x days,do then reſt from their la- 
dour according*unto Godsexample; Yet at no hand will they 
yield Sunday to be the ſeventh day ard Sabbath of the Lord: 
Sunday they hold to be the firſt day of the week, and the very. 
ſame with the firſt day of the Creation with Chritians where- 
ever they live. From this common errour ſprouted out vari- 
ous opinians, which ſet them all at Variance. |; 

1. TheJews,and ſuch. asadhere to their ſuperſtition”, do & will 
ſtill plead for the Saturday-Sabbath : the Saturday they believe 
to be theday of Gods Reſt,theday:heBlefled and Sanctified:they 
cannot conceit well of a new Sabbath, they know not whence 
itis. Though an Angel ſhould come from Heaven and- tell 
them, that Chriſt the Son. of God came into- the World, and 
hath taken away their Sabbath and hath eſtabliſhed. another 
contrary to what God the Father Infſtituted ; Sp that 


' whereas beforethey had.the ſeventh day fora day of reſt;Chriſt 


Inſtifuted that feyenth day to be a work day: That whereas. 


God the Father Bleſſed and Sanctified the ſeventh day, Chriſt

2. Some there be, and they not a few, Godly, Precious,and 
tender-hearted Cri/t;ans; who knowing that the Church of 
God hath ever fince our Saviours Aſcenſion obſerved the Sun- 
day for their Sabbath, and that not againſt, but with the Ap- 
probation of the Apoſtles of Chriſt, do ſlight the Seventh-day 
- Sabbath, and are tooth and nail for the firft day of the weeix 
(fo they count Sunday to be, neither can they count it” other- 
wiſe, as long as they hold the Jews Sabbath to be the ſeventh 
day from the Creation ) believing that the Apoſtles of Chriſt 
by the appointment of our Saviour, changed the old Sabbath 
(fo they call the Seventh-day Sabbath,) to the Sabbath of the 
firſt day of the week ; fo that now the Church of God is to 
reſt before they labour, andunto,not from their labour. _ 

3. Some again, knowing. that the Jews Saturday- Sabbath 
was Ceremonial and abrogated, do thence hold and maintain 
the Seventh-day Sabbath to be abrogated alſo ; and for that 
they know notany other ©abbath day appointed by Divine Au- 
thority inſtead thereof, do inferr, that Chriſt;ans now in time 
of the Goſpel are to have and keep no Sabbath-day at all. 

Thus kind Reader, I have ſhewed thee. the ground and 
cauſe.of theſe various and different Opinions about the Sab- _ 
bath-day. Whence have iſſued moſt, ifnot all the Controver 
fies which are now on foot between them. TY | 
The only mean to ſtopall future Controverſies, and bri:g- 
all fidesjro accord in one truth about the Sabbata day,is to take 
away, and wipe off from their minds the- aforeſaid errour,;. 
which occaſioned all their differences, For as long as they or 
any ſide of them hold, that the ſeventh day which God Bleſſed 
and San&tified, and commanded to'be obſerved by all his Peo-. 
ple,doth relate to the fix days of Cods work,and not of mans 3: 
that is,as long as they hold the ſeventh day here commanded to.

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The Epiſile 
be the very day of Gods Reſt, the ſeventh day from the firſt 
beginning of the Creation,;they will never come to agree in the 
Truth, but moreand more differences will ſtill riſe. Whereas 
if they all conſent in the true underſtanding of the aforeſaid 
words of the Commandment, that the ſeventh day relateth to 
the ſix days of work with men,and ſo muſt be the day after the 
ſix week-days of labour with People wherever they dwell ; A- 
greement then of all ſides will be had. That great ſtumbling- 
block given the Jews of our not keeping the ſeventh day, accor- 
ding to Gods Precept and Example, which doth ſo ſtave them 
off from affecting our Religion,will be wholly taken away; they 
cannot then but acknowledge that we keep the ſeventh day of 
the week,the day following our fix days of labour,the very Sab- - 
' bath-dav pointed out untous here in this Law. They alſo who 
now ſtand for a new Sabbath-day, who ſay the Sabbath-day is 
changed, and the firſt day of the week to have been Inſtituted 
inſtead of the ſeventh,will have no ground for ſuch their afſer- 
tion. And laſtly, they who fay the Church of Chriſt never ob- 
ſerved the Sabbath fince Chriſts Aſcenſion, and would from the 
practice of the Apoſtles, and the Church of Chriſt argue the 
Abrogation of the ſeventh-day-Sabbath, will quickly be of ano- ' 
ther mind, and acknowledge, that asthe Jews obſerved that day 
for their Sabbath, whichin this Law was commanded by the 
' Lord God, fo Chriſtzansalſo have ever done ; They have ob- 
ſzrved the ſame day, the laſt day of the week, theday following 
their ſix days of labour according to Gods example. 

But Courteous Reader, haply thou doubteſt here,and would- 
ef? be ſatisfied, that whereas God commandeth by this Law all 
his Obedient Children to, keep the ſeventh day of the week , 

- which is the Sabbath day holy unto his Honour: If the Jews 
then keep the Sabbath-day on the ſeventh day of the week, ac- 
cording to Gods command z How can Chri/i:ans who keep their 
Sabbzth a whole day after,be faid to keep their Sabbath.on the 
ſevench day of the week too, according to Gods Command- 
ment ? | : 

For thy ſatisfaction herein, let me now ask thee one Queſtion 

like

like unto thine? thine anſwer to mine wall fatisfie thine own; 

- Suppoſe the Pope made a Decree that all his obedient Chil- 
dren ſhould keep the 25. day of December, which is Chriſtmas- 
day holy to the honour of Chriſt: It the French then keep 
Chriſtmas-day on the 25th. of December, according to the Popes 
decree; How can the Kngh:;ſh Papiſts, who kept their Chriſftmas- 
dayfull ten days after, be faid to keep their Chriſimas-day on 
the 25th. day of December too, according.to th? Popes Decree? 

Thou wilt anſwer me, that the French and Englih Papiſts, 
did all of them keep their Ghriſtmas-day. on the ſame day of the 
month, on the 25th. day of December according to the Popes 
Decree : and that the reaſon why the 25th day of December 
with the French came to be ten days ſooner than with the Ez- 
gliſh, was for that they began their months ſooner by ten. days 
than the Engl:fh did, ever {ince Pope Gregory altered their year. 
The like anſwer I give thee: the Fews and Chri/t:ans all of them 
keep their Sabbath on the ſame day of the week, on theſeventi 
day of the week; and that the reaſon why the ſeventh day of 
the week with the Fews,came to be a day fooner then it did wit]: 
Chriſtians, was becauſe they began their week a day ſooner than 
they did before, and ſooner than the Gentiles did, and Chriſiia:;s 
now do, and that did they ever ſince the Lord cauſed them, at- 
ter their coming out of Egypt, to alter their year and- their 
months, as Ihave ſhewed, in the third and tenth Chapters 
more fully. ; : 

_ So that if we could agree in the true underftanding of the 
aforeſaid words of the Commandment ; that by the ſeventh day 
1s not meant the day following Gods fix days of work, but 
- the day following mens - ſix days of labour , all our 
controverſies about the Sabbath-day will ſoon- end. -_ . 

Wherefore to clear, and make apparent unto all men, that 
this is the true meaning. and that the ſaid words of the Com- 
cnn are ſo to be underſtood , I have in this-enſuing 

ract, 

_ Firft,diſcover'd that old, and rotten root from whence this er- 
ror of holding the day of Gods Reſt to be the ſame with theJews 
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The Fpiſtle _ 
Sabbath, where-ever they lived, had its firſt ſpring: and that 
was from a meer {uppoſal of the Earths ſuper ticies to be plain 
as a Champion field, as is ſhewed fully in the 1 1. Chap. Indeed 
if the Earth be pla n, every day mutt be the ſame day with all 
People. Every of the tix . days at the Creation muſt be every 
where the ſame day ot the week, and fo the ſeventh day from 
the firſt beginning of the Creation, the day cf Gods Reſt, muſt 
be the ſeventh day of the week with the Jews in Judea, in O- 
phir, \n Spain, and in all other places: the which cannot be 
if the Earth be round, as thou mayeſt ſee more at large in 
Chap, 11. 


Ozjeft. But the days of the week begin ſooner in ſome pla- 
ces than in other ; Then ſo may the day of Gods reſt alſo, 


Anſw. One and the ſame week-day doth not begin ſooner in 
ſome places than in other, The day which men call Sunday 
at Jeraſalem begins ſooner than the day we call Sunday here : 
3ut they be not both one and the ſame day. One and. the ſame 
day is for one and the ſame place only. If one and the ſame day 
ſhould Legin ſooner in ſome places than in other, then it muſt 
needs be that either it muſt begin in ſome one place or other 
firſt before it began in any place elſe, either Eaſt or Weſt 
thereto;or elſe that it was infinite without any firſt beginning at 
all.Either of which no underſtanding man will affirm; muc h leſs 
that the day of Gods Reſt begins ſooner in one place than in 
another, 

Secondly, I have proved ſufficiently that the day of Gods 
Reſt could not be the ſame with the Jews Sabbath-day, nor the | 
ſame kind of day; and that all, and every of the days of the 
Creation were far different from week-days that were in uſe 
with the Fews, or are, or at any time have been in uſe with- 
men. To this purpoſe I have ſhewed what kind of days our 
week days be ; and what the Jews week-days bez and what 
th: day sof the Creation were : and how they all differ in kind 
from eachother, inChap, 2,3,4,5,6. - And then what kind of 

day the Sabbath-day muſt bein Chap. 7.

Thirdly; Thave ſhew'd, what day the Sabbath-day isto be in 
Teſpe& of order and tale. That it is to be the ſeventh day : Not 
the ſeventh day from the firſt beginning of the' Creation, nor 
the ſeventh day from any ſet Era, or Epoche, but the ſeventh 
day from the time we begin the week for labour where we 
live, in Chap.

The Artificial day,as it is generally taken,is the whole time between Sun- 
riſing and Sun-ſetting with any People. | 

This kind of day was eſpecially in uſe with the Jews. 

'They divided this day always into twelve equal parts, which they called- 
hours, which hours were ever proportionable to the day : In Summer-time 
the longer their day was,the longer were their hours: and at V Vinter, when 
their day was, not ten of our hours, yet was it twelve of theirs,Of this kind of 
day mention is made 1n divers places of Sacred Scripture, Fobz, 11. 9. Pſal..

"- Univerſal day is, that which is one, and the ſame day.in all places 
through the whole Univerſe ; as well in reſpect of. its beginning, as 
of its duration and ending, It is not one day at one part of the Earth, . and 
another day at another part; but when it beginneth. or endeth any. where, 
it beginneth or endeth every where at the ſame time. |

T he Seventh-day Sabbath. ; 
This kind of Day cannot properly be ſaid ro begin either in the Eaſt, of 
in the V Veſt,or at Sun-rifing, or at Sun-ſetting, or at Mid-night , or at Noon» 

as other kind of days do. For there 1s neither Eaſt nor Veſt, nor Sun-rifing 
nor Sun-ſetting zor at Midnight nor Noon in reſpe& of the VVorld; though 
in reſpe& of the.parts of the World, all and every of theſe may be ſaid to 
be; yet ſo as what is Eaſt or morning to one part, is W«ſt or Sun-ſetting to 
another-part; and midnight to one part is mid-Jay to another part ; but nei- 
ther of them properly can be fo ſaid to be the wholeWorld,Such kind of days 
were thoſe which Moſes ſpake of in the firſt of Geneſis, Gen. 1. 5,8, 13, 19, 
23, 31. Andof which mention is made in this text and ei{:where}, Exod. 

20.11, andJ1. 17, A&s2.20. Rev. 6.17. 2 Pet.2. 9, and 3. 7,10, Foel 
2.31. \n fix days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, &c. and reſted the 
feventh day, : 

That theſe days ( which ſome do term, and firly enough may be called, 
The days of the Creation) were ſuch Univerſal days, I will endeavour to clear, 
by giving inſtances in every of them which /oſes ſpake of, in rehearſing the 
W orks of the Creation, 

The firſt of thoſe ſeven days was ſuch an Univerſal day, when it began 
any where, it began every where; no where then was it no day, nor any 
other than the firſt day. | 

'The- firſt things God made were day and night : or light and dark- 
neſs, They were neither of them in time before the other, but were both 
Coetanecous, 

There was in nature before, though not in time, a mixed or confuſed dark- 
neſs, which Moſes called JWN, Gen. I. 2,which Arias Montanws, correfting 
Pagrin, tranſlateth and calleth it Ca/igo; it was neither perfe day nor per- 
fed night, 

But + ws God had thence formed the light,and made it to ſhine our of the 
darkneſs, 2 Cor. 4. 6. and had divided the light from the darkneſs, ſo as 
that they ſhould never be both in one Hemiſphere , but ſucceed in order 
each other, which is called Gods Covenant of the day, and of the night, Fer, 

3. 20, God then called that light ſo divided Day, and that darknek ſo 
divided, called by Moſes EmpharicallyJWNN, God called nigbr, Gen, 1. 4,5. 
the full Revolution of both which was the firſt day ; in this divifion of the 
light and darkneſs, : or day and night, though the night was before the day 
in one Hemiſphere,and the day before the night in the other; yer inreſpe& of 
the whole Univerſe, neither of them was before the other in time. When 
the firſt day began ſomewhere, when it was night at the ſame time that firſt 
day began ſome otherwhere, when it was day-light ; every where did the 
firſt day begin at the ſame time. 

The ſecond day and the third day in like manner were Univerſal 
days. When God ftretched out the firmament on the ſecond day, it was 
every where then the ſecond day, On the next day alſo, whereſoever God the 
Univerſal Worker did his work,throughour the whole round,in gathering to- -

gether the Waters, making the Seas and dry Land, there every where was. 
it the third day, And after thatevery where was it the fame third day, 
where God made the Earth to bring forth Graſs, and Herbs, and fruic-trees,. 
Gen, 1,171, 12, 13, no where was it then either the ſecond or fourth day, .- 
The fourth day in which the Sun, Moon and Stars were made, was an 
Univerſal day, When it was the fourth day any where, it was the fourth 
every where, [t is not revealed in what part of the fourth day thoſe lights of 
Heaven were made; but moſt certain is it , thar when the Sun firſt appear- 
ed to the World on that day, it was over ſome part of the Earth at thar 
time, making it to be noon there,and in all places in that Hemiſphere, which - 
were in the ſame Meridian with the Sun, And that in many places ninery 
degrees Eaſt from thence ir 4s Sun-ſetting ; and in as many places ninety 
degrees Wet from thence, it was then at the ſame time Swun-ri/-zg, Alſo that 
in the other Hemiſphere to which the Moon or Stars appeared, it- was then 
nighr, and mid-night there in thoſe places that wete in the ſame Meridian 
with the Sun,So that although on that fourth day Sun-ſetting was before Sun- 
riſing in ſome places, and Sun-riſfing before Sun-ſetting in ſome other places ; 
and in ſome places noon was before either of the other ; and in ſome other 
places mid-night was before thcm all ; yet in reſpect of the whole Earth; nor 
one of them was on that fourth day before the other : But at the Suns firſt 
appearing, and ſhining over half the Earth, it was at that very inſtant the 
fourth day, as well where it was Sun ſetting, or Sun-riſing, as where it was 


' noon : and likewiſe it was then the fourth day alſo in the other part of the 


Earth to which the Moon, or Stars firſt appeared ; For neither the Sun, 
Moon or Stars appeared to any place on the third day, which was the day 
before they were made, and the fifth day was not then begun, | 

The like I fay for the fifth day, and for the ſixth day ; when God made 
Fiſh and Foul on the fifth day ; or when he made Adam the laſt of his 
Creatures on the fixth day, it was then after Sun-ſetting in ſome places, and 
before Sun-rifing in ſome other places z and it was then noon in ſome places, 
and mid-night in ſome other places, yerall on the. ſame day. 

"The like I ſay alfo for the ſeventh day : the day of Gods reſt : When God 
reſted from all his Works that he had made, it was ne where then the fixth 
day, but every where the ſeventh day. The day of Gods reft began. in 
ſome places at Sun-riſing, in Tome places at Sun-ſetting, and in ſome at noon, 
and in other ſome at mid-night in the ſame day. For fo was i on the fourth 
day when the Sun firſt appeared, and fo when jt was half ended ; and ſo 
likewiſe when it was fully ended ; and therefore ſo was it when the fifth, fixth 
or ſeventh day began, orended. Ir isnot revealed, and therefore no man 
can know, what, or where in the Earth thoſe places are where it was Suneri- 
fing, or Sun-ſetting, or noon, or mid-night, either when the Sun firſt ſhined 
forth tothe World, or when half of that fourth day was ended, or when it 
was fully ended; and therefore no man can tell, nof poſſibly can any find

. Anfw. 1 anſwer Moſes naming the evening in order before the morning 
in; the firſt of Genefis, Gev, 1.5.8, 13, 19, 23, 3I. doth not thereby make 
either of them to bein time betore the other z one he was to name firſt ; and 
the reaſons why he named the evening before the morning, may be theſe; 

Firſt, For that after the J/rae/ztes deliverance out of Egypt, (and 1 ſuppoſe 
this Hiſtory.to be written after that) their Year, their Months, and the days 
of their Week were all changed in reſpe& of their beginnings and endings ; 
ſo that whereas they began their days with the morning ; thenceforth they 
conſtantly began their W eek-days with the evening ; See cbap. 3. as I ſhall 
ſhew moro at large in the.next Chapter, If Moſes now ſhould have ſet the 
morping before the evening, he might have ſcemed to diſlike this their new 
cuſtom of beginning their days of the Week with the evening, for which he 
had direQion from the Lord God. 

Secondly; Or elſeit may be. for that they, (who were beſt skill'd in divi- 
ding, and diſtinguiſhing of time, as were Afronomers; ſuch as doubtleſs Mo- 
ſes was, who was Learned in ol the Wiſdom of the Epyptians,) A&s 7,22: be- 
gan the day at noon, making the evening, that is, all the time from noon 
ro midnight to be the former part of the day; and the evening, that is all the 
time from mid-night to noon tobe the latter part ; as I will more tully ſhew 
ip the fourth Chapter, See chap. 4.

The Horizontal day. 
What the parts of the Horizontal day are : 
Aud which part us the former. 


Ss Hs Horizontal day with any Nation, is that ſpace of tire in which the - 
. Sun is ingoing from-their Horizon at its riſing, until it cometh again in- - 
to their Horizon at its next riſing ; or from their Horjz0z at its ſetting, until - 
it come unto their Horizon again at its next ſetting ; or more briefly thus, 
The Horizontal day 1s the time between Sun-rifing and Sun-rifing, or be- 
tween Sun-ſctting and Sun-ſetting, 
The parts of the Horizontal day are two ; the one is the Artificial day, 
or day-light, of which we may read in Geneſis, Gen, 1.5, 14, 16,and $.22. 
| | and : 
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#9431, 39. the other part is the night or darkneſs, called by 

"(a)Clav. de (@) Clavins the Artificial nights and which in Antient time 

Spbatr. was divided with the Fews into three watches : the evening 

watch, the middle watch, and the morning watch; bat after 

that when they were ſubdued by the Romans, they divided the night as the 
Romans 061d, into four watches, 

The Artificial day, or day-light was Antiently counted to be the former 
part of this day, and the night the latter part, and fo nor only before the 
Iſraelites coming out of Egypt, but after their deliverance did they count this 
day. foto begin in reſpeQ ot their civil affairs, as may appear. 

Firſt, For that when the parts of this day were mentioned, the morning 
was ſet before the night, betore the 1/raclites coming our of Egype, Gen, 1:16, 
r8. and 8, 22.and 7. 4.12.38, 39, 40. yea and commonly atterwards coo, 
Lev. 8. 35. Ex. . 21, 22,Numb.9,21, though they had the beginning of 
their days altered. 

Secondly, becauſe at what time ſoever of the day-light they ſpake:of the 
night following they expreſſed the ſame thus, To night, chi ight the ſame 
right, Gen, 19. 34. and 26.24. 1 Chron. 17. 3. Numb, 11. 3%. Fo. 4. 3: 
Fudg. 6.2.5. and 7, 9. as belonging to the ſame day, and not to the day at- 
ter thar, And whenever they at any time of the day-light, ſpake of the night 
paſt, they never uſed ſuch expreſſions, whereby it may ſeem to belong as a 
part of che day following, but contrariwile, ſhewing it to be a part of the day 
before-goingy as yeſternight, Gen. 3 1. 4-2. and 19..33, 34 the night of ye- 
ſterday. Alſo at night when they ſpake of the dey tollowing,they uſed not to 
ſay To day, or thi day, as they did of the day before-going ; but-To morrow, 
or the morrow-after, Numb, 33. 3.'1 Sam. 19, 11. and to morrow fGgnifieth 
another day. Mar. 6. 34. Fam. 4. 13, 14. | |; 

When the I/raclites came out of Egypt, the night was made the forme 
part of the day, even from that night in which they had their deliverance. 
It vas @ night to be much obſerved unto the Lord, for bringing them out from the 
Land of Egypt, This « that night of the Lord, to be obſerved of all the Chil 
dren of Wrael in their generations, Exod, 12, 42. They were commanded 
after that time, to Celebrate their Sabbath from Ewen to Even, Lev. 23. 32. 
And therefore ſo did they begin their week-days alſo, whereby their Sabbarh- 
day was meaſured ont to be unto them their ſeventh day; otherwiſe their ſe- 
venth day would not have been proportionable to their ſix days of labour, 
Their year alſo had thenceforth a new beginning. They'muſt not begin their 
year in Tifri as they did before, but with that Month in which they had 
their freedom. Tha month ſhall be unto you the beginning of months, Exod.12..2, 
This month called by the Hebrews Abib, Exod. 13. 4.. and 23, 15. Dent,16G, 
1, and by the Chaldeans Niſan, Efth. 4,7. ( which conſiſted partly of our 
March, and partly of April, being with them the month after the Vernal 
Equinoctial,) was their firſt month thenceforth; ſo that whereas before they 
began their year after their Haryeſt, and after all their in-gathering — the

fruits of the Earth was ended, Exod. 2.3. 16, end 34. 22. which was partly 
m our September; after this they were to begin their year fartheſt off from 
that time, They had then a new-year, and a-new month, and a new day, to 
begin the year witha], No otherwiſe than yf the day of their deliverance had 
been their birth day ; for their deliverance was a kind of a new. birth.unto them: 
The beginning of the year was then changed, for the greater luſtre unto the birth 
of the Church, faith Calvin. And the new- time of the day had they to begins 
their firſf day of the year, ( for their Caput anni, or New years-day was a ſacred 
day with them) they began it at even at the going down of the Sun, at the ſear 
ſon they came forth out of the land of Egypt ; Deut. 16. 6. then was their de- 
liverance made and Sealed up unto them in the Paſſover. So that al- 
though in reſpedt of their Civil affairs they begun their year,.. their months 
&-their days as they did before, yet in this their New,Eccleſiaſtical, or Sacred 
year, or Computation of time, they began' their day at Eves. All their Sab- - 
bath-days, and all other their ſacred days, and fo all. their week-days, for 
meaſuring out unto them their Sacred days began at the Even; they had the 
evening to be the former part of the day. And this may be one reaſon why” 
Afoſes 1n rehearſing the works of Creation, ſetteth the evening before the mor- 

ning, as I ſaid before, See chap. 2.

Meridional day, what it 15: 
The parts thereof, and which the former part. . 


" Meridional day is the time from mid-night ro mid-night, or from 
' Noon to noon withany People, or more largely thus. The Meridional 
day with any People, is that ſpace of time in which the Sun is in going from - 
their Meridian at mid-night untill ir- come into that of their Me- 
ridian again. at their next mid-night ; Or elſe from their Meridian at 
noon, untill ir come into that part of their Meridian again at noon. . 

The parts of the Meridional day are theſe .cewo, rhe Morning and the. 
Evening. 

The Morning is all the time in which the Sun 1s in its riſing, until it come 
unto its greateſt height : that is, all the time between mid-night and noon 
1s.the Morning. 

And the Evening is all the time the Sun is in its deſcending, - that i, all the 
time between noon and midnight. 

Thus Chriſtians generally now do, and formerly have counted and called - 
theſe parts of this day. If common ſervice unto God hath been done in - 
Churches or Colledges, at any time in the forenoon, either at three, four, . 
fix, nine or eleven of the Clock, it was commonly called by. the name of 
Mattins, Morning-Service, or Morning-Prayer,and if it had been done at any -

28. 4. 8. it he meant not thereby the time between noon and Sun-ſerr:ng, 
viz, the time between the evening of the day in common uſe with the Fews 
which began at noon, and the evening of the day in their Sacred account, 
which began at Sun-ſetting, as I ſhewed before. See chap. 2. On the four- 
reenth day of 4bib, they were commanded, even the whole Aſſembly, to 
kill the Paſchal Lamb between the two Evenings, Exod. 12.6, as it is accor- 
ding to the Hebrew Text ; and to eat the ſame at the beginning of their 
Sacred day of the Paſſover, which began at Sun-ſetting, Dex. 16. 6. Luke 
22.14 Their taking the Lamb, killing, skinniog, and making it cool and 
fit for roaſting ; yea the roaſting it, and preparing it with herbs for the 'Ta- 
ble, all was to bedone between the two evenings before the ſetting of the 
Sun. The killing their Paſſover (very likely) was about that very time of 
the day when Chriſt our Paſſover was ſlain, which was between the two 
evenings; The former of the two evenings mentioned by Moſes, Exo4.1 3. 
6. began at noon, at the beginning of the ſeventh hour of the day with 
the Fews. 
| So Lyranus, According to the Hebrew Dofors, the Evening here mentioned, 
beginneth from the ſeventh bour, for at that time the Sun; beginneth to incline 
toward the Weſt. (@) The ſeventh hour with the Fews ever 
(a) Lyra. 0% began at noon.as their firſt hour began arSun-rifing, Maſius(b) 
a Foſbus confirmeth the ſame alſo, But if any doubr hereof, 
(b) Meſfus on let him look only in Buxtorfius (c) his Lexicon , at the word 
Jol. 5. IW, where he makes it clear that CDAWN PA, Between 
(c) Buztor. the rwo evenings, which was the time for killing the Paſchal 
_— Bofl. Lamb, mentioned in the 12, of Exodus, had its beginning from 
—— noon at the end of the fixth hour, or beginning of the ſeventh, 
proving the ſame alſo out of Learned Authors, as well Rabbins as others. 
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CHAP. V. 
Of the difference between theſe four kinds of days. 


Aving fhewed what all and every of thoſe four kinds of days are, I 

- will now ſhew they differ from each other, 
Fiſt, The Artificial day differeth from all theother three, in that ir pare 
only 
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only day-light and no night, but endeth at Sun-ſetting, whereas the orber 
have night as well as day-light. 

Secondly, The Univerſal day differeth from Horizontal days, and Meri 
dional days in two reſpects. | 

1. The Univerſal day is conſtant and unalterable ; it cannot be made 
longer or ſhorter by all the Wit and Induitzy m2n can uſe, much l£f5 may a 
day thereof be gortenor loſt by mans indeavour, But week-days with all 
People whether they be Horizontal or Meridional days, may be either 
lengthned by travelling Weſtward, or fhortned by travelling Eaſt, yea a 
whole day may thereby beeither gotten or loſt, and ſo he thar was the firtt. 
born may become the younger brother ; as in the Law-Caſe between Jobn 
and fohannes: I will not afhrm the ſtory to be true, but it will ſerve ro illu- 
rate the truth of what I before ſaid, and ler it be taken as [ had ir, 

VVilliam Douſe of Portingh had by his Wife Hellez two Sons at one 
birth, within one hour, and cither of them was named Fobs, bur for diftic- 
Rions ſake, the Father and others called the younger Fohannes. When they 
came to be five and twenty years: of age, John the Elder obtained moneys 
and leave of his Father to Travel with Sir Francs Drake , when he 
made his Voyage round 'the World, Fohannes lived at home with his Aged 
Father, his mother being dead ; but did ſo miſ-behave' himſelf roward his 
Father, that the Old man, by his continual vexation became ſo weak and 
faint, that he deſpaired of Life ; yer before he died he heard that his Son 
Fobn was returned into England ſafe with Sir Francs Drake : Whereupon he 
cauſed his Will to be altered and new Written, wherein he gave all his goods 
and Chattels to Joby his elder Son; ſaving only ten pounds, which he gave 
to Fobn his Younger Son, and ſhortly after died. When Fohn had heard of 
his Fathers death, he haſted home ; but before his coming, Johannes had in 
poſſeſſion, and diſpoſed of all his Fathers Goods and Chattels lefr, OF all 
which Fobn at his coming home demanded the poſſeſſion, ro whom Fobamnes 
tendred only ten pounds, telling him that was all which his Father gave him, 
and therewithal gave him a Copy of his Fathers Will z telling him alſo that 
he by his Travel had loſt a day of his Age, and that he himſelf was Fohn the 
Elder, . when his Father made his laſt Will, and being poſlefſed of the Goods 
he meant to keep them. Fohy ſeeing his Brothers reſolution would not finger 
the ten pounds, but took the Copy of the Will, and hafted to Plowden, com- 
monly called Ployden, the Lawyer ; to him he opened his Caſe, and ſhewed 
the Copy of the Will, craving his Counſel, Ployden having peruſed the Will, 
demanded of Fobn who was firſt-born, that was I, quoth Foby, and my Bro- 
ther doth and will acknowledge that, Why then your Caſe is good and ſure, 
and the Goods are all undoubtedly yours, quoth Ployden, but yet tell me un- 
der what pretence doth your Brother claim and r them? Why quoth 
obs, he faith, that by wy Voyage that I made with Sir Francs Drake 
round about theWorld I loſt a day of my Age, and fo he at the making of 
the Will was the Elder, and fo layeth claim to all. Sir Francs Drake, quoth 
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Chap. 5; 
Ployden, did take ſuch a Voyage indeed, but did you travel the whole Cir- 
cuit wits him? Ir is true, quoth Fohy, I did. Nay then the caſe is altered, 
quoth Plozden, and you have loſt a day of your age indeed. You be %:5; 
Primogenitzs, but your Brother is Joza Senor, This is icrange, quoth Fohw, 
we k-:pr a moſt exact account ot every days Journey till we came home, 
Can you ſhew when or where we ſhouls loſe a day ? you loſt not your day, 
quoth Ployden, at any one Longitude, nor at one time, but by little 
and little. Anſwer mz one queltion, quoth Ployden,. and thereby you ſhall 
make this clear your ſeif, It is a Problem that Platarch hath, -and now is 
common in uſe, The ſhip Argos, in which Faſon failed for | the Golden 
fleece, when the Voyage was ended, was laid up in the Road for a Monu- 
men; : where decaying by little and little, they always pieced it anew 
where it wore away ; till in the end the whole. ſubſtance of the Old 
Veſſel was gore, an3 nothing remained thereof, bur only the figure, which 
every where was ar [werable to that of theO1d.Now tell me whether this ſhip 
was thc very ſame in which faſcn ſailed, or another diverſe from it ? And if 
another, when it was changed ? Sure, quoth Fohz,it could not be the ſame 
hip, and it was altered by little and little, and at no time wholly altered 
till at the laſt. Juſt ſo, quoth Ployden, may I ſay for the day you have loſt, 
you loſt it not all at one time, but by little and little every degree that you 
went Weſtward, you pieced your day, and:made it the three hundred and 
Gxtieth part of a day longer than it was, but therewithal you loſed the three 
hundred and (ixtieth parc of your day in tale; you muſt look to loſe one way 
if you gain another way, In your travel of the whole round, which is three 
hundred and fixty degrees, you gained a whole day in the length. of -your 
days, but you have loſt thereby a wholeday in tale, For tell me, when ir 
was Sunday at your coming .. home, what day was it then with you ? 
Indeed, quoth Fohn, it was bur Saturday with us, and I wondered much, 
why we 1n the count of the daysof our Week came ſtill toa day ſhort of 
what they counted here, But | pray tell me what counfel you will give me 
in the Caſe between me and my Brother? Why, quoth Ploydew, be ruled 
by me and fear not : make one Voyage more, and go back the ſame way 
that you came, and you ſhall certainly find again the day which you loſt, 
and then come to meand I will warrant your Caſe. Though now I approve 
not Ploydens Judgment in every point, yet I ſay, what he rold Fobn of the. 
tengthning of his days,and loſing aday in tale at his return, whereby he had 
not lived ſo many Week-days as his brother Fobammes had by a day, 1s very 
true, whether he counted the Week by Horizontal or by Meridional days. 
Bur yet Fobn lived as many Univerſal days as did his Brother and loſed not 
one hour, or minute of an hour in the Univerfal day ; it could neither be 
lengthned or ſhortned by continual travel. When the Sun came to that 
Meridian, in which it was, when it began the fifth, fixth or ſeventh day, at 
the ficſtCreation,then did the Univerſal day end,and the next both with 
Fob and with his Brother, though they were half the Compaſs of the Earth: 
diſtant from each other. =» 2. Week- 
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2, Week-days, whether they te Horizontal or Meridional;-cannot” be 
the ſame 1n all placesy much lefs can their parts or hours be theſame. Bur 
the Univerſal day is not only the ſame day in all places), but every part or 
hour of that day is without any variation, the ſame every where. _ | 
The laſt day in which Chriſt ſhall come to judge the World, which muſt - 
needs be on two week days with People,if it be on Sunday with ſome,:it will - 
be on Saturday or Monday with ſome others; and on different times alf6 of 
the week-day, if it ſhall bear mid-night with ſome, ( not only mid-night of 
ſecurity, Mat. 25. 6, 13, 24, 39, 5O. but in reſpe&t of the week-day ) ir 
will be at noon with ſome others, &c. Yet will it be one and the fame Uni- 
verſal-day, therefore every where in Holy Scripture that time is called a day, 
Fobn 6.39,40,54.11.24. AG: 2. 20. Mat. 10,15. not days, lt ſhall not be 
on one day here,and on another day elſewhere, but on one and the ſame day, 
It will be a general day of Judgment ; not only in reſpe& of all conditions 
of men, but alſo of all places, they ſhall be gathered from the four Winds, 
Aar, 13. 27. from all quarters of the World. Yea his coming ſhall then be 
not only' on one and the ſame Univerſal or general day, but on one and 
the ſame hour of that day in reſpect of all People, In an hour of that day 
the Trumpet ſhall ſound, Mar.2.4- 3 1,1 Theſ. 4.16, then all in all places ſhall 
hear. the Voice thereof at that ſame moment, even at the twinkling of an 
eye. I Cor, 15.52, In vain ſhall the Plea of any be,alledging that it 1s Tueſ- 
day then with ſome People, and it is but Monday with us : © let us tarry 
till Tuſeday too : or that it is but one of the Clock with us, andit 1s 
' three or more with others, and therefore too ſoon for them. No, for their 
account of the day will not ſerve the turn. All ſhall find that hour to be a. 
czeneral hour, of a general or Univerſal day, that is, not ſooner in one place 
than in another, 
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CHAP. VL 
The difference between Horizontal and Meridjonal days. 


"Here is not a little difference between the Meridional and the Horizon-' 
- ral day, as may appear by what hath been before ſaid. 

Firſt, They differ in length and durationzfor theMeridional day, whereby the - 
7ews counted thedays of their Months, and we the days of our Weeks and * 
Months,is in time four and twenty hours withoutany ſenſible differency, But 
the Horizontal day, by which the Fews count the days of their weeks, from 
Sun-ſerting to Sun-ſetting, ( or from Sun-rifing to Sun-rifing, by which ſome 
other have counted the days of their week) is ſometimes in ſome places near 
five and twenty hours ; and at fome othertime in the ſame places, it will be 
but about three and twenty hours in length. 

When I fay the Horizomgl day iv. the time between Siit-ſerting nos 
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ſerring ; or between Sun-rifing and Sun-rifing 3 I mean fon all yrs inand 
between the temperate Zones z and not in places near either of the Poles , 
where it is continual day-light tor many days together, From Sun-ſetting to 
San-ſetting, in thoſe places cannot properly be termed a day, having in it ma- 
ny revolutions of the Sun, never was it in uſe with any People, to mete out 
unto them their Week, Month, Year or Age. Men living in ſuch places 
meaſure out their weeks and months by Meridional days as we do. Neither 
13 there any mention made of ſuch days any where in Sacred Scripture, and 
it 1s of ſuch kind of days asare there mentioned, which I promiſed to ſpeak 
of. See chap. I. 

Secundly, they differ much in reſpect of their beginning and ending. Here 
in Tork and other places of England, there 1s ſometimes five, ſometimes eight, 
and never ſo little as three hours difference between their beginnings; and 
the like between their endings. Whence it muſt follow, that every of the 
week-days with the Fews, conliſted partly of two days of their month: and 
rhat every day of the month with them, conſiſted partly of two of their 
week-days ; the days of their month being Meridional, and their days of the 
week Horizontal days, as Ifaid before. 

The knowledge hereof is very uſeful for the reconciling divers places, and 
reſolving divers doubts in the Sacred Scripture, about the Fews cuſtoms in 
obſerving their feaſts, as for inſtance, if it be demanded; 

I. Whether the Iſraelites ate the Paſſover in Egypt, and came out of Egypt, 
from Rameſes on one and the ſame day z Sith it # ſaid, that on the fourteenth 
day at Even they ate the Paſſover, Exod, 12. 8. but it was the next day, be- 
ing the morrow after, viz. the fifteenth day when they came from Rameſes 
Numb, 33. 3. ; 

Or whether our Saviour Chriſt ate the Paſſover with bu Diſciples, and af- 
ter that ſuffered Death on the Croſs on one and the [ame day ; Sith it was the 
fourteenth day at Even when be eat the Paſſover, and gave then bu Body and 
Bloed Sacramentally, when he inſtituted the Lords Supper, but it was the fif 
zeenth day when he wrought our full Redemption, and attually and really gave 
his Body and Blood for us on the Croſs ? 

The anſwer to both theſe are the ſame. It was on one and the fame day 
of their, Week,but not of their month : for it was on the foprteemtbeday of 
Abib on which the [ſraelites ate the Paſſover in Egypr, bur heir going our of 
Egypt from Rameſes was on the fifteenth day. So alfo Chriſt ate the Paorer 
with bis Diſciples on the fourteenth day of the firſt mentb, according to the 
Law of the Paſſover;but he was Crucifed on the next day,which was the fif- 
reenth day. In the fourteenth day of the firſk month at Even is the Lords Paſſo- 
wer, on the fifteenth daylef the ſame month is the Feaſt,.Num.2 8.16 17.Ley, 
23-15, 6, Yet both in one andthe fame day of their week,for the days of 
their week, ever after their freedom from flavery,were, as I ſhewed before, 
Horizontal days ; every of which began at the Sun-ſetting of the former day, 
at the time they ate the Pafſoyer in Egypr, ſo they were commanded to begin 
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their week called the Sabbath, for meting out to them their Sabbarh-days. 
And herein the Romaniſts do not a little Judaize, who continuedthe like cu- 
tom of beginning all their Sacred days, as. Lyranxe tells us, In diem feriam, 
viz. deciman quartam, &c. On the fourteenth day of the month, ini the Even 
" whereof the Lamb was ſ:crificed, and the Solemnuy of the Paſſover began, 
which was celebrated on the fiſteenth day of the month. Accordmg to which 
cuſtom the Solemmities of our Church do begin with the evening of 

the day before going (a) Chriſt with the Diſciples ate the Paſſ>- Fe for rnd 4a 
ver, and was Crucified alſo on one and the fame week-day, Ty 
which was the fixth day of the weele with the Fews : which conliſted partly 
of eur Thurſday, and partly of our Friday : as their Sabbath-day contfiſted 
partly of our Friday, and partly of our Suurday, 

2, If it be demanded, whether the demand made by the Diſciples,where they 
ſhould prepare the Paſſover, and their killing the Paſchal Lamb, and their eating 
the Paſſover, and Peters denial, and the Cocks Crowing were all done in the 
ſame day? The anſwer hereto is like the former. 'They were done in the 
ſame day of the month, but not:in the ſame day of their week, The / je 
ples demand the killing and preparing the Paflover was all in the. fifth day of 


their week, but their cating ir, and Peters denial, and the Cocks Crowing. 


were dane on the- fixth day of their week : Yet all on the fourteenth day 
of the month, and all done on our day of the week which we call Thurſday, 
3. If it be demanded, How we may conceive it-to be on the firſl day of 


unleavened bread, in which the Diſciples asked of Chriſt where they ſhould pr.-- 


pare for bim to eat the Paſſover; Suh the EvangeliſtsMark and Luke do affirm 
it to be on that day: Mar, 14, 12. Luke 22. 7. yet the firft of the ſeven days 
of unleaqvened bread beg an not till the time of eazing the Paſſuver ? 

The anſwer is as before : The firſt day of the week of unleavened bread, 
was not then begun, but the firſt day of the month of unleavened bread was 
begun long before, Though there was juſt one week or ſeven days of unlea- 
vened bread; yet were there eight days of the month of unleavencd bread : 
On the fourteenth day of the firſt month, they were commanded to ear un-. 
leavened bread, and ſo to the one and twenyieth day at even, Exod. 12, 18. 
From the Even of one tothe Even of the other, was juſt a weck or ſeven days: 
but fith they began to cat unleavened bread on the fourteenth day, according. 
to the Commandment, that fourteenth day of the month was properly their. 
firſt day of unleavened bread : and the one- and twentieth was the eighth or. 
laſt. Thus Sr, Matthew calleth the firſt of thoſe eight days in which they, 
a —— bread, the firſt day of the Feaſt. of unleavened Rread.. 

at. 26, 17. 

The like anſwer ts made unto thoſe who obje&t out of Fohn 13: 1, that 
Chriſt ate not the Paſſover on the Feaſt-day of the Paſſover, but one day, 
ag a And many more ſuch like queſtions. and doubts may. hereby, 
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their Sabbarh days, Lev,23.32.and therefore foalfo did they begin the days of \ 
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CHAP. VI. 


What kind of day the Sabbath-day is. 
Not known when the day of Gods reſt beginneth. 


He: Sabbath-day of the Lord is notan Artificial day, which hath no 
night, nor is but apart of the Horizontal day, See chap, 1, For the 
Sabbath-day is proportionable unto the other ſix days of the week allowed 
for labour. every of which hath a night or darkneſs as well asday-lighr .and 
in which night men may as lawtully labour as in the day-lighr, Foſeph and 
Mary ficd by night, Mar. 2 14. The Diſciples of Chriſt rowed by mght, and 
in the fourth watch of the night Feſus welt to them, Mat, 14.25. Some Coun- 
treys areſo hot, that their chieteſt work 8 in the night, and fo dangerous 
by reaſon of Wild Beaſts, that their chiefeſt care over their flocks is by 
night. Facobs ſpecial care over Labans flock was ſuch, Gen. 31. 40, And 
when Chriſt was born, an Angel brought the glad tidings thereof to the 
Shepherds by night as they were watching their flacks, Luke 2, 8. If the ſix 
days of labour which God alloweth Man be ſuch as have nights as well as 
day-lights, then ſuch ought the Sabbath-day of the Lord to be allo. 

Neither is the Sabbath-day here commardded an Univerſal day, ſuch as 
was the very day of Gods reſt. For then there would have been an impoſſi- 
bility in reſpe& of the thing it ſelf, for men to keep the ſame, and that for 
theſe two reaſons. 

Firſt, It is impoſſible for any man to know within half a year, what time of 
the year it is with us when the firſt year of the World —_— have pre- ' 
ſamed to tell the ſame to a day : and in the Calendar prefixed to our Church- 
Bibles andCommon Prayer Books, ſuppoſe it to be the five and twentieth day 
of March, and there the ſame day is ſuppoſed to be that in which Chriſt 
was Conceived in the Womb of the Virgin-4/a77; which if granted, the 
thirtieth day of the ſame month of 4ſarch, muſt be yearly the day of Gods 
Reft.For if one be the firſt day of the Creation, the other muſt be the ſeventh, 

Again, Letit be, as ſuppoſed ſo granted, that the 25th. day of Afarch 
yearly is truly the firſt day of the Creation ; yet not a man living is there , 
that can tell within three days what day of our week that five and twentieth 
day of Marsh was, which was the firſt day of the Creation. All the Art and 
indeavour of man 1s not ſufficient to find out whether the firft day of Cre- 
ation was Sunday or Saturday, or Monday, &c. and therefore not whether 
the day of Gods Reſt was Thurſday, Friday, or Saturday, 

Let it yet be further granted that it was Sunday on which the firſt day of the 
Creation began, and therefore the day of Gods Reſt muſt then have irs be- 
ginning on Saturday 3 No man can for all that tell within eleven hours ar 
whar time of the Sunday the firſt day of the Creation, or at what time of 
the Saturday the day of Gods Reſt began either here, or in Virginia, or in 
Rome 
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Rome, Feruſalem, Paradiſe, or 'in any other place whatſoever, whether it 
was at Sun-rifing, Sun-ſetting,noon,or at the hour of one or two, &c, in the 
forenoon or afternoon, W herefore, if by the ſeventh here commanded, had 
been meant an Univerſal day ; it muſt be then that ſeventh Univerſal day 
on which God Reſted ; the which cannot be obſerved by men, becauſe they 
cannot tell on what day of their week, nor about what time of their day, 
they ſhould begin the abſervation thereof, 

Secondly, an Univerſal day, fuch as was the day of Gods Reſt cannot be 
obſerved of all the People of God. Though it ſhould be granted, whar is of 
ſome believed,rhat the day of God's Reſt began in Parad:ſe on Saturday, ard 
at the riſing ot the Sun there ; yet all Gods People cannot obſerve thar ve- 
ry day, For 

: :. The carth being Global, and the true longitude of the place whers 
Paradiſe was, being unknown, no man can tell when to begin thar day in 
the place where he hiveth. We know when it is Saturday in ſome places, ir 
is then Sunday or Friday 1n ſome other places, We know that when Chrilt 
Roſe from the Grave, it was then Sunday at Feruſalem in the fore-noon, and 
we know that it was then Saturday in Virginia in the afternoon, buc no e121 
can knowingly fay that the day of Gods Reſt beginnerth on the Saturday, in 
the forenoon with him, though it be granted that it ſo began in Paradiſe. 

2, Though the day of Gods Reſt, (or any other Univerſal day) be made 
known unto men, at what time, and on what day it began in Paradiſe ; and 
the very place where Paradiſe was made known alſo: Yet all Gods People 
could not poſhbly keep that very day of Gods Reft ; By reaſon of the diver- 
fity of Longitudes of the Places wherein they may Live, they cannot keep 
all of them one and the fame day, 

This hath been proved unto us fully and plainly, even by the oppofers 
of the Sabbath, Dr. Heylin hath even demonſtrated the ſame, that men could 
nor poſſibly have kept one and the fame day for their Sabbath 
bad it been commanded, (4) And further ſheweth, that the Fews (2) Hy! put. 
themſelves kept not{the very day of Gods Reſt, (b) though 7: 74 al 
they had one day in ſeven ſet apart for Holy Reſt and medita - pa 125. 
tion, Mr. Jronſide alſo (c) from the diverſity of Meridians, (c) Hhronſ.chap. 
proveth that one and the ſame day cann.t be Univerſally kepr, 18. p28. 164- 
and therefore never commanded the whole Church. One and 
the ſame day could not poſſibly be obſerved a Sabbath by all che Fews, in 
the Eaſt-parts and Weſt-parts too of Fudea, and in Babylon, and in Rome, 
by reaſon of their diverſity of Longitudes. And if ir be ſuppoſed to be bur 
two or three degrees difference of Longirude ; yer will that difterence make 
the daysas truly to differ from being the ſame, as will an hundred and three, 
though it will not make them ſo much to differ. The like ar- 
gument hath DoQor Francss White late Biſhop of Ely (4), and (4) Pr-Fran- 
divers others. Wherefore fith the Univerſal day,ſuch as was the Feet +> 
day of Gods Reft, cannot be pn” kept by all Gods People, $44b.p:2.17 5. 
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no more than any other ſet particular day can, itis not the day here com- 
::.anded by thz Lard, . 

The Sabbath.day here commanded to be kept Holy, is ſuch a kind of day, 
as may be known, kept, and bſerved by men, whereſoever they inhabit ; 
rhough in many and divers Longiruiles of the Earch,S:ch as might have been 


kept in the Wilderneſs where the Law was deliverecz. and in the Eaſt and 


Weſft-parts of Canaan, and in Babylon, Rome, Spain, and in all other habita- 
ble places, and therefore cughr to be either an Horizontal, or elſe a Meridio- 
nal day. In a!t places.of the World, nene other bur Horizontal or Meridi-: 
onal days are now, or at any other time heretofore have been in uſe with 
men, for meaſuring out unto them their ſeven days or week : and ſuch as 
are their fix days of the week for Labour,ſuch ought the ſeventh day,even the 
day for Holy Reſt to be alſo, The Sabbath-day with the Fews was an Hori- 
zontal day, bur then ſuch were the other days of their week alſo : and what 
Nation ſoever have their week to conſiſt of Horizontal days, ought to have 
their Sabbath-day to be fo alſo. In the North of Ruſſia, and of the King of 
Denmarks and Queen of Swedexs Countreys, where the Sun maketh many 
Revolution: at ſorne ſeaſons of the year between his riſing and ſecting, men 
cannot count their week by Horizontal days, but they do and have counted 
their weeks by Meridional days. And fo do all Chriſtians generally of what 
Longitude or Latitude of the Earth ſoever they are, mete out their weeks 
by Meridioaal days, then ſuch ought their ſeventh day of their week to 
be alſo. 
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CHAP. VII. 
IVhat day the Sabbath ts to be in order or tale. 


Ow 13 to be ſhewn what day in tale is to bethe Lords day,or Sabbath of 
the Lord, and this the Law-giver himſelf hath plainly pointed out un- 
io us 1n this Law, to be the day following the {ix days of labour, fo that 
none need to ſay the knowledge hereof is hidden from us; W ho ſhall aſcend 
tor us into Heaven, and bring the knowledge thereof ro us, that we may 
know it and obſerveit? Butit is clearly demonſtrated unto us by the Lord 
God,fo that he that worketh with the Spade,may know the ſame as well as he 
that handleth the Pen, Six days ſalt thou labour, and, &c, but the ſeventh 
day u the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. The ſeventh day, that is, the day fol- 
lowing the {ix known days of labour, is none of ours, it is the Lords day. 
We may not make the Sabbath-day to be the fixth day, for then we 
{hould ſhew our ſelves unthankful, in not receiving the Lords own bountiful 
allowance : nor the eighth day, for then we ſhould encroach on the Lords 
right, and not be contented with his Liberal allowance of fix days for our 
(elves, refcrving only the ſeventh for himſelf, much leſs ought we to make” 


it 
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it the fifth', or the ninth or tenth, or any other than the ſeventh day. Our 
weeks are not to conſiſt of more or leſs than ſeven days, the laſt day whereof 
is the Lords day. | 

Some call this day the ſtanding day of the week for Gods Worſhip , fowe 
the Lords day, fomethe Sabbath of the Lord , ſome the ſeventh day of the 
week, and in this Law it 1s fet out to be the day after our fix days of labour, 
Though theſe appellations do much differ in Letter, Sound and Phraſe, 
yet they all fignifie the ſame thing ; it cannot be the ſeventh day of the 
week, butit will alſo be the day after our fix known days of labour,and the 
ſtanding day of the week for Gods Worſhip: this is the Lords day, or the 
Sabbath of the Lord, or to the Lord : and this is not only a ſeventh day of 
the week, as all and every other of the week-days are, but it is the ſeventh 
day of the week #9] iZo;;iv, 

There is not appointed from the Lord by this Law any ſet time, whenc- 
men ſhould begin their week or ſevening, for to find the Lords day : fo thar 
no People, Few or Gentile are tyed by this Commandment, direAly to keep 
their Sabbath preciſely on ſuch or ſuch a day; or to begin their Sabbath, ar 
any ſet particular time z as from midnight, or from San-rifing, noon or 
Sunſetting, 

God ſeparated the tenth of Grapes , of Lambs, of Corn, 8c. to the ute 
of the Prieſts and Lewes, As the ſeventh day is in this Commandment ſaid 
to be the-Lords, and ſanfified by the Lord, fo were thoſe tenths ſaid ro 
be the Lords,and Sanftified or Holy to the Lord: But it cannot there be 
meant of the very tenth Lamb thar fell in order from the Damm, or of the 
tenth ear of Corn, or of the tenth cluſter of Grapes, firſt appearing or grown 
ripe; this was too too difficult for to find out 3 bur of the tenth in proportion 
ſucceſſively,according to the cuſtomary manner offtheir Tithing in the places 
where they lived, No more can it be meant here of the ſeventh day from 
the firſt beginning ot the Creation, which cannot be found out, ror from 
any particular time ſet by the Lord, but the ſeventh day in proportion ſuc- 
ceſfively, according as any Nation or People do cuſtomarily begin their 
week, in what Longitude of the Earth ſoever they do inhabit : that ſeventh 
day by the expreſs words of this Law 1s the Lords day, or Sabbath-day to 
or {or the Lord,not of the Lord in that fenſe which ſome take it,as if it were 
the very day of Gods Reſt, but the ſeventh day unto the Lord, that is, Sacred 
or Holy to or for the Lord: fo do the very words of the Text import, 
mTy naw 'w227 DVI, On the ſeventh day ts the Sabbath to the 
Lord, fo alſo in the Septuagint, Ty 8 nueps Th 8Jopy od8fare weiv, herero 
doth the Chaldee Paraphraſe accord z Die autem ſeptimo Sabbatum eff coram 
Domino; And on the ſeventh day « the Sabbath before the Lord, Aiſo Frn, 
and Tremel, Dies wer0 ſeptimus Sabbatum eft Fehove. But the ſeventh day 
is the Sabbath to the Lord, The ſenſe then and meaning of theſe words «+ 
this Commandment, The ſeventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord, is this: The 


ſeventh day of the week, or the day following the fix days here allowed 
D 2 man 
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man for labour, is the Lords day, or is Sacred ro the Lord thy G-d. As we 
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ſay in Tithing of Corn, whercſoever m:n by agreement do begin the Tithe, 
that nine Cocks or Stacks of Corn are the Farmers,but the tenth is the Par- 
ſons, or is due to the Parſon : Son fevening out our days, at what time 
ſoever, according to mens cuſtom they begin their week or ſevening; fix days 
are our?,but the ſeventh day is the Lords, it 1s his due, and not our own, God 


hath not bound men by this Law to any ſet nine, when to begin their week, 
either at the Sun-ſerting, as the Fews begin their week, or at midnight, as. 


Chriſtians begin theirs, or at any other fer time, but in every Nation, how- 
ever they begin their week, the ſeventh day thereof is the Lords, 

It is true, that the Fews had a ſer time when they ſhould begin their week 
or ſevening; and ſo had a ſer and peculiar time or day on which they were 
to keep their Sabbath : but this they were not bound unto by this Law, That 
Saturday was their ſeventh or Sacred day, and thar it began at Sun-ſcrting, 
rather than at another time, was not by any expreſs out of this Command- 


ment, bat accidentally : that thereby they might be the bctter raken. off 


from the Aflyrians idolatry, wherewith they and generally moſt Nations, 
were deeply infe&ted ; of which I will ſpeak more particularly in the. nexc

CHAP. IX 


The Aſſyrians Idolatry. 
All Nations Worſhipped the Sun. 


HE 4ſjrians Idolatry, wherewith Egypr, the 1/raelites, and generally 
x her Nations were infefted, was both the worſhiping of Baal, and 
the adoring of the Huſt of Heaven, The one was a man deified and Wor- 

ih'pped; the other were the Starrs, viz. the Sun, Moon, and 
the reſt of the Planets (4) whom they magnified and adored

as Gods and Governours of the Warld, 


Concerning Baal, and how he came to be Worſhipped, we 
{hall chus find in Hiſtories and Antient Chronnolopies. 

Nimrod that mighty Hunter before the Lord, being a great 
2nd ſtrong Giant, began to Suppreſs and Tyrannize over others, bringing 
others in Shinar under him, and he ruled as King over them, 'The beginning 
of his Kingdom was Babel, wherefore he was called Saturnus Babylonicus. 
For the moſt Antient Kings, and firſt founders of a Realm or People they 
called by the name of Saturn, and his eldeſt Son or Heir by the 
(b)Gutrar. Ep. name of Fupiter : and his Daughter were called. Funo's (b). 


Thus they call'd his Father Cuſb, Caſh, Saturnus Erbiops ; for 


that £rhicpia was Peopled by him : And his Grandfather Cham they callPd 


Saturn eEgyptins; for that he and his Son Fupirer Mijzraim Peopled Egypr. 


Gde 
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Beſide Babel, this Nimrod had Erech, and Acad, ond Calveb in the Land of 
Shinar, Gen, 10. 9, 10, 11,12, In Proceſs of time Nimrod left the King- 
dom of Babel unto his Son Belus, whom they called Fupiter Belus, nor driven 
out of hiz Kingdom by his Son, but Nimrod left the fame unto him, and 
went into Afhur, and there he Tyrannized over the Children of Aſhur, and 
there he built Cities alſo, Niniveb and Rohobotb, and Calah and Revex. 
Ninus ſucceeded his Father Belus and his Grandfather Nimzrod in their King- 
doms, and inlarged Niniveb, calling it by his own name Nimniveh,and much 
inlarged his Dominions, and became a Monarch. This Nzimus (o condoled 
and took ſuch grief for the Death of his Father Belus, that tor his own com- 
fort and his Fachers Honeur,he had a goodly Image and repreſentacion of his 
Father made, which he had in much Honour, Ochers ſceing it pleaſed Nimzs, 
reverenced this Image, by degrees more and more, and had faults oticn par- 
doned for the lmage ſake, infomuch that at length Bel or Belus his Image 
was held to be the Protector of Aſſpria, and ſo adored as their Protector. Yer 
was he not Worſhipped in a Temple till afrer Ninus was dead. Semiramis 
the Empreſs , and the Relidt of Nimus, awplifying yet more the Dominions 
of her late Hu-band, built for Belys a Sumptuous Temple, and init a Coſtly 
Pillar for this Idol, in which Pillar was Ingraven theſe words or Epitaph.

Guevarayhat great Antiquary, maketh no mention who hrft

Ay Father was Jupiter B:lus :. my Grandfather ua Saiu:nus B byloni- 
cus ; my great Grandfa:her was Chuſh Saturnus Achiops : my great 
Grandfathers Father was Saturnus Agyptiacus my great Grandfathers 
Granafather was Cziius Proenix Ogyges, ( fo ſh: called Noah.) From 
Noah «10 my Grandfather Nimrod were one, thirty, and an. hundered 
years, ( note.that the Chaidees and Afſ;rians read and count their num- 
bers from.cheir right Hand, as we do trom the left) From my Grand- 
father Nimrod unto 3 father Belus were ſix and fifty, ( fo long Numreod- 
reigned) My Father Brius reigned two & ſixty years, I Sernirami+ have de-- 
dicated this Pillar, Tempe and Image unto B:lus my Father in Law, and: 
Rhea his other in Law in Oympia, in.the name f my, late Huiband' 
Ninus. 

This was the firſt Idol that ever we could read of to be Worſhipped in a 
Temple. Afyria, becoming a great Monarchy, other Nations either: for fear. 
or favour had this Bz/us alſo for their PrageRor too,. calling it accorCing- ro, 
their: 
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their ſeveral Languages,(«)Bel,Baal, Baalim Beelphegor, Beelwe- 
bub, &vc, with this Idolatry, as were the Egyprians lo were the 
Iraelite: much inteQted, 

The other main Idolatry ſet up by the Power of the 4{}rians, through 
the kelp of their C haldees was the Worſhipping of the Hef? of Heaven, that 
is, the Sun and movn and the reſt of the Planerg. 

'The «kilfal in Aſtronomy and Aſtrology do unanimouſly teſtifie of the

Fathers and Patriarchs bcfore the Flood, that they were the firſt Founders. 


and excellently skiltvl in Aſtrology and Aﬀtronomy ; and this may witneſs 
the two Columns which they builr, the one ot Brick, the other of Stone, 
in which were Engr..”en the principles thereof ; that Poſterities after the 
Fiood may be skill'd alſo in the knowledge of the Heavens and wotion of 
the Stars as well as they : one whereof remained in Syr:a in the time of Fos 
ſephns as he himſelf relateth (6b). Yea it 1s not altogether un- 
0). wy likely that the Idolatry of Worſhippuig the Hoſt of Heaven, 
m_—_ 3, was long before the Flood, and that men called then the week- 
Clav.de Sphe, days by the names of the Planets, as now men do. Dr, Ham- 
in 7o.de Sacre, mond in his Tract of Idolatry commends Maimonides for the 
hiv Sn. ſobereſt of the Jewiſh Writcrs : he telleth us, that from the 
ck days of Enoſh the Stars were Worſhipped as Gods, to whom 
were built Templer; and Sacrifices were offered; After which in time the great 
God was generally torgotten; no man knew the true God, fave Henoch, Me- 
thuſalab, N a, Sem and Heber, and ſo continued till Abraham was born, 
Thus much Maimon (c).How he could come to the knowledge 
hereof I cannot conjefture, But be it granted, thar before the 
Flood, when Aſtrology principally flouriſhed, men were not fo 
wicked then to be carried away to the Adoration of any of the Planets, yet 
ſure enough Sem, who lived a long time before the Flood,did alfo live unto 
the time,or near the time when the Planets were held to be the Univerſal Go- 
vernours of the World, Though he lived not unto Moſes days, yet did he 
live till Abraham was an Old Man, if ſo he livednot after Abraham was bu» 
ried: and this Idolatry of Worſhipping the Hoſt of Heaven, was before that 
ſer up by the Aſjjr:ans and their Chaldees. 

Atter the Fioou Aſtrology continued to flouriſh in and about the Coun- 
rreys of Shinar , but eſpecially in Chaldea, and ſuch as excelled others there 
in Aſtrology, were advanced by the Aſſyrian and Chaldean Monarchs; How. 
ever Nebuchadnezzar would in his wrath had them to be killed for not telling 
his dreams, Dan, 2, 12, They were called the wiſe men, Dan. 2.12, 13, 
14. and 4. 6, And by rhoſe who had their Plantatiors Weſtward, they and 
ſuch Aftrologers as they were, were ſtiled the Wiſe men of the Eaſt, 
Theſe Chaldees or Magi were held in that Honour and efteem with the Aye 

r:ans, 2s were the Sophi with the Perſians, cr Priefts with the 
Egyptians (d) Botmus certifieth us further of them,that the Pla- 
nets were their proper and peculiar Gods, and that as Schollars

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now ſtudy Divinity, fo did they Aſtrology : and as we Catechize and teach 
our Children in the knowledge of God, fo did they theirs in the knowledge 
of the Stars ; Children were tanght Aſtrology of their Parents they ſucked 
1t ( according to him ) even from their Mothers Breaſts (a).

ſtudies ; Building, and Fencing, and Planting, gave not them the leiſure, 
Egypt had ſmall knowledge hereof when Abravam came our of Chaldea, and 
after that came into Egypr,and there (as Foſephns (b) and others 
write)inſtructed their Prieſts more fully in the knowledge of (D) Foepbas ae 
the Stars, for which he was of the King rewarded with rich pro: ;- y -»ag 
Gifts (c). The Grecians were far more ignorant thereof, till /c) Rodol)h. 
near about fix hundred years before Chriſt his Incarnation : SzeLin P. Ra- 
when Anaximander, Melifius, Thales Meliſins, Pythagoras; and v9. in 
in Plates time Eudoxus Cnidius brought the knowledge of A- Arya n 
ſtrology into Greece, having learned the ſame of the Egyptian Stheer. Fo.Sacr, 
Prieſts and Chalde:s (4), The Romans grew more Ignorant, 
then the Grecans; the farther off Shinar they went, the more [gnoran!, 
Rude and Baſe they grew; even to Worſhip Bezſts and baſe Creatures for 
their Gods; which we find not that ever the Aſſprians and Chaldeans did be fore 
they were {ubdued'and mixed with other Nations ; but the Hoft of Heaven, 
that is, the Planets were their Gods, Theſe their Gods they 
Worſhipped by courſe (e}; every one on his day had fome ON _— J 
peculiar Worſhip done unto it;and the day on which any of the —_—- -- 
Plariets had his Worſhip according to their order, that day was Pag. 203. 
called by the name of tha Plaher ſo Worſhippsd. As Saint- 
Worſhippers do call the days of rhe month, on which they gave ſpecial Wor- 
ſhip to St. Peter, Sr. Fobn, S', Fames; Sr, Peters day, St, Fohns day, and Sr. 
Fames day: $7 did thoſe Sum- Worſhipperss on what days of the week they 
gave ſpecial Worſhip to the Sun, or Moon, or Saturn; thoſe days were called 
by the names of the day of the Sun, the day of the Moon, the day of Sa- 
turn. Tine time of the day for their Worſhip was ever the forenoon, not the 
whole forenoon for them ail, but at theriſfing of the Sun, when the firſt hour 
of their day for ſuch Worſhip began, And that Planet which came to be 
Worſhipped by courſe the firſt hour of the day, was counted Trump or 
Lord of that day, 

They gave not equa] Honour unto the Planets, neither were the days of 
their week alike Sacred 3 but they had the Sun in the greateſt Honour, and 
for their moſt high Gad z next tohim was the Moon, and the next Sarurn, 
fo accordingly were their days Sacred, their chiefeſt day of the week being 
then the day of the Sun, of which I will ſpeak more when I come to ſpeak of 
their ſeventh day Sacred, Bo&mus telle:h us, Writing of Aſſpria and their 
Cuſtoms, that four of the Planets rhey hadin lefs eſteem than the reſt ; His 
words are theſe, Martem, Vener:m, Mercurium & Fovem pre ceteris obſer-

That they 
ar Aﬀjrie. diligently obſerved Mars, Vcous, Mcrcury end Jupiter, fer theſe 
by their proper courſe would foreſhew rhi--gs to come, as teing Interpreters of 
the Gods, out of confidence whereof they called all theſe four Stars Mercuries, 
And my opinion is rhat a3 Be&mns 4th here order'y recite their names, in 
the ſame order did the {dolaters piace them aloft in their Temples, Jars on 
the right hand, and Venus on the left hand of the other three chiet, then 
Aercury on the right hand nexcto Mars, and Fupiter laft, on the left 
hand, 
The reaſons moving me to think theſe Idols to be thus placed aloft in 
their Temples, are eſpecially two, | 
Firſt, For tnar the Romiſh Church when they had got ſome power into 
their hands, and did in Pope Bumface the fourth his day: ſuppreſs the Idola- 
tcies of the Heathen, who Weorthipped their Idols in the Temple at Rome, 
which was Dedicated to all the Gods, and then called Pantheon ; and having 
inſtead thereof ſer up another kind of Worſhip like unto thar, even of the 
Vi-gin- Mary and all Saints ; Whereupon that day was by that Pope Boy- 
face made an Holy day, called by the name of All Saints day, and the Tem- 
ple alſo Dedicated ro the Virgin- ary ard All Saints, called 
(b)T»Val.& thenceforth Eccleſia Beate Marie rotunda (b). 1 will deliver 
wa (gs the words of an Old Chronologer hereot, I/te Bonifacius ( ſci-

which they pur down ; and this did they either for avoiding the greater 
ſcandal of the Heathen, which were then potent; or to win them the bet- 
ter by degrees to Chrittian Religion or for ſome other by- reſpect. 

As the Heathen had ſome one or other particular Pianer or Idol, to be the 
Patron and ProteCtor of ſome one People or orher,:.n i 'o many ProteRtors as 
there were nations: Belus for Aſſjria; Diana tor Epiſus; Fupiter for Rome; 
Fano tor Sanws, Bacchus for Thebes, &c, So when nat Idolatry was ſup- 
preſt, inſtead of theſe Idols, the Roman Church hau Holy Saints to be in. 
rocated ; and had for Protectors in like manner. Thus was St. Fames for 
Spain, St. Dionyſus for France, St. Andrew for Scatland , fc. As the Hea- 
then Idolaters had for ſeveral occaſions, ſeveral Gods and Goddefles on whom

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they called for help ; Bellows in timeof War ; Cunina for In- (4) Aug, de 
fants z Segetia for ſtanding Corn; Forculus to keep the doors(2), Gio. Du 4 
&c. Sothe Roman Church to win the Heathens by degrees, * * 
ſuffered them to continue in Idolatry ſtill : but inſtead of their Demi- 
Gods, they ſhould invocate Saints : St, Rumba! for the Tooth-ache ; St. Pe- 
tronel for the Ague ; Sr, Lope for Horſes ; Sr. Anthony for Pigs: St. Gregory 


for Schollars ; St, George for Souldiers, &c. 


What were the Monks and Friars, the Chaſt Shavelings and Holy Nuns, 
but the Natural ſucceſſors of Berecynthia's and Yefta's Prieſts and Virgins ? 
Rome Heathen had two Goddeſles in ſpecial reverence, Berecynthia and Veſta; 


Berecynthia they held to be the Mother of the Gods (þ). Her 


Prieſts where Chaſt un-married men ; and if it happcned that (b)A4g.deCiv. 
any one of them could not Live Chaſtly, yet he lived Warily; —— . 
until that tys (c), one of her deareft Prieſts, lived neither &wic rivets. 
Chaſtly nor Warily,wherefore he was cauſed to bz Gelded(d); inAug-de Civ.

ſons before given, which if they ſeem weak to any, 1 leave the ſame to his 
better judgmenr, not willing to conteſt againſt any herem, being not a mat< 
ter of great concernment, But that the Planers were the proper Gods of the 
Chaldeansand 4{{yrians of Old time, and that the days ot the week were 
firſt ſo caued by the Chaldeans, according to the names of the Planets, which 
they Worſhipped and had for their Gods, as I before ſaid, is nor mine Opi- 
nion only, but Learned: men have teſtified as much. And People as they

Concerning the Eg yprians, thus 
ſaith Eaſebius of them. Priſcos eigyptios, cum oomlos in hujus mundi conter- 
plationem defixiſſent, cumque rerum omnium, &e, That when the Egyptians m 
Old time had fixed their eyes is the contemplation of this World , and 
with the greater admiration wondered at the Nature of all things, concluded 

that the Sun and Moon were everlaſting Gods and Governonrs

further than they had Power and Commiſſion from the Sun, from whom 
they received their light, influence and power of Working. - Wherefore, as 
Papiſts ſay, that in Worſhipping Perer, Fames, Magdalene, and the reſt of 
the Saints on their days, they Worſhip Chriſt in them, Chrift in his Saints : 
$7 the Sun- worſhippers thought, that in honouring the Commiſſioners and 
Chicfeſt Officers of the Sun, they Honoured the Sun, who was the Lord of 
them all; and therefore when they Worſhipped any one of theſe Planets on 
his day, they regarded not whether the Planet was before them or behind 
their backs, or over them,or under they, or in what Meridian ſoever it wes, 
but always Worſhipped Eaftward towards the Sur-riſing, Exet.

If the Sun, according to the Opinion of men in antiem times, be (Þ)Macrob Se. 
the Chief and Governonr of the other Luminaries, and be alone mer 144 
Surmounting in excellency the other Plaxets, according to the Virtue of wheſe 
mmorions the order of all Humane affairs is diſpoſed ; (or as Plotine would, is 
ſignified ) it neceſſarily followeth that we ſhould acknowledge the Sun, who go- 
werneth thoſe that govern onr affairs, to be the Amtbor of all things that are 
brought to paſs amongſ# us. 

Men by the glimmering light of Nature knew that there was a God, bur 
what God 1s, natural reaſon could not diate unto them, Plato when he 
was to ſpeak of God, as acrobixe relateth (c.), Dicere quid ſit ;

And alſoot the Magtryrdom of Uſ- 
thazar, who was the Guardian and bringer up of Sabors then King of Per- 
fia, yer for that he being converted by Simeon aforeſaid, refuſed any longer: 
to V Vorſhip the Sun, he was condemned even by Sebors himſelf to die, and

made a Marriage between his God Heliogabalns, and the Moon called Ura- 
zia, the Idol of Carthage, but the Phcemicians, ASerdpyer wourtten, faich Hero 
dian, they called her 4ftroarche, the Queen of Heaven, This Emperour 
Gloried in this his Marriage made;affirming «pubCew awe "Hale x} EeAmus that 
it was a meet Marriage, the Sun to be joyned to the Moon. This his dally- 
ing with his God brought infamy on his name, and he is ever fince known 
by the name of Heliogabalms.

CHAP, X, 


The means God uſed to take the Iſraelites off frons Worſhippmg | 
the Sun, 


HE !/raelites living in Egypt were deeply tainted with the aforeſaid A/c 

fjrian Idolatries which the Egyptians from them had learnt and ſer up. 
Do&tor Hein proveth out of Cyril that the Fews Worſhipped the Sun and 
Moon, and Hoſt of Heaven, as in thoſe times the Egyprians. did, And to the 
end they might acknowledge God alone to be the Creator ; 
their Sabbath day was ſet unto them, &c (#). 

Ic is very true indeed that Door Heylen ſaith of them, tou- 
ching their Idolatries, Infomuch, that when the Lord brought 
them out of Egypt to be a peculiar people to himſelf, God then uſed many 
means to draw them off from Worſhipping the Sun, Moon, and the reſt of 
the Planets, a!l called the Hoſt of Heaven, whereof the Sun was the chief. 

Firſt, God gave them a ſpecial charge that thenceforth not any of them 
ſhould ſerve the Sun, or Moon, &c, And that if any Man or Woman among 
rhem ſhould be known to ſerve the Sun, or Moon, or any of the Hoſt of 
Heaven, then the party, whether Man or Woman was to be ſtoned to 
Death withour mercy, Deut. 17. 2,3, 4» 5. 

Secondly, God charged them not to ſpeak of thoſe Gods, or to have their 
names come out of any of their mouths, Exd. 23. 13. They might not call 
the days of the week by the names of the Planets, the day of the Sun, the 
day of the Moon, &c. 'as other Nations did, and do for the moſt part: 
bur they called them thenceforth the firſt of the Sabbath,the ſecond of the Sab- 
. bath, &c. Inſomuch that all the Evargelifts in recording the day and time 
of our Saviours Re furreRion,ſay not, In the morning of the day of the Sun,as 
other Nations commonly called that tio1c, and we now, In the Sunday morn- 
ing ; bur, In the morning of the firſt day of the Sabbazh : ſo did- they call our 
Sunday, Sr, Paul alſo, though he wrete to the Church in Corinth, yet wri- 
ting in the behalf of ſome Fews in Fudee that were in want, called their 
weekly meeting day, not the day of the Sun, as the Gentiles call'd rhat day, 
but the firſt day of the Sabbath, 1 Cor. 16. 2. being the proper name there- 
of with the Fews, 

28327 It is true that St, Fob (thoug b he was aJew,yet writing not 
(b)Diod.m lc. 1, the Fews,butfto the Gemiles lately converted(b), that 1,0 
the ſeven Churches of Afis, Rev. 1,4.) called our Sunday, not by the:name

The Lords day. Fohn called it not the day of 'the Sum, for he wasa Few ; 
nor did he call it rhe firſt day of the Sabbath, for that he wrote. to the Gew- 
tiles, to whom the name of the Sabbath was odious, as was the name of the 
day of the Sun to the Fews ; and we find not that Chriſtians who deſcended 
of the Gentiles, did in many years after this uſe the name of Sabbath in 
their Wrirings: nor did the Fews uſe the name of the day of the Sun in theirs. 
But Fobn called it the Lords day, being as truly the Lords day with the 
Churches of the Gentiles, as was the Saturday with the Fews. 

Thicdly,theLord cauſed them to alter their times which were meaſured out 
to them by the courſe of the Sun, as years, months, weeks and days. Where- 
as their year before began in Tiſri, when the Sun was in the Autumnal E-. 
quinox ; they muſt thenceforth begin the ſame, when the Sun is moſt remote 
from ir, that is, in Ab:b, Abib now mult be their ficſt month, and 7ifri their 
ſeventh, which was their firſt before. See chap, 4 Their weeks were then 
wholly altered ; the day of the Sun, which was the Gentiles ſeventh Sacred 
day(as I ſhall ſhew anon, )Sze chap 1 5.muſt rhenceforth be with them a come 
mon or ordinary work-day ; and the day which they muſt have for their ſe- 
venth Sacred day, was thenceforth to be that day, which the Lord pointed 
out unto them by Moſes, that is, the day following their ſix days of wks: 
ring Quails and Manna, Ex, 16, 23. 26, when they were ready to 
periſh through want of Food.. Alfo co draw the People unto an awful obedi 
ence hereto, and thatthey might aor chink it ro be an innovation raiſed by 
confirmed this new order of their week-days miraculouſly s in- rang poo 
ſomuch as on that ſeventh pointed out unto them tor rheic Sab- Trog.Pow 46. 
bath, there was no ſign of Manna to be ſeen; and the portion 
thereof gathered the day before, and kept unto their Sabbath-day, ſtank 
not. The miraculous feeding them many years after this manner bred in 
them a cuſtom of obſerving the week according to this new aflignment. The 
Lord by Moſes cauſed them to alter the beginning of their days of the week 
too, for whereas before they began their days, as other Worſhippers of the 
Sun did, at the firſt appearance of the Sun in the Horizon, counting the firſt 
hour of their day to begin at Sun-riſfing, thenceforth they muſt begin theic 
day for the ſervice of God, when the Sun is furtheſt off from his rifing, Sun- 
riſing was the time when the Gentsies began their Worſhip to the Sun, bur 
theirs muſt begin at Sun-ſettizng. Their evening Sacrifice , was their prime 
Sacrifice: Plat I41. 2, Their Feat of the Paffover muſt be ar the ſerting of 
the Sun, Dewt. 16. 6, and their Sabbaths muſt begin with the' evening z 
fromevening to evening w:re they to celebrate their Sabbaths, Lev.

. when they Worſhipped him. The Idolatrous Nations in thoſe days, when 
they Worſhipped the Sun, Moon, or any of the Hoſt of Heaven, bowed to- 
wards the Eaſt, that is, towards the Syn-rifing in Honour of the Sun ; but 
now in contempt of that Idolatry, the Fews were to have their faces toward 
the Weſt or Sunſerting ; and their breech toward the Sun-riſing, when they 
bowed and Worſhipped God. The Holy place therefore in the Tabernacle 
was toward the Weſt, as D. Fillet proveth (a). And when 
(a)Willtt, $8. the Temple of Gad was built, the houſe of God was fo placed 
OHK'Y- in the inner Court, as that|they who came thither to pray, 
when they bowed, had their Poſteriours, (as it isin the Hebrew) towards 
the Sun-rifing, and their faces Weſtward towards the houſe of God. 
5. Laſtly, The day of the Sun muſt no longer be their ſeventh Sacred 
' Gay. The having that day Sacred might have nurſed chem in, or have drawn 
them again to the ſaid Idolatry of Worſhipping the Sun ; but that they 
might. be taken wholly off from it, the day of the Sun was to be with them 
common or prophane, and another day, the day before the day of the Sun, 
even that which was the ſeventh from their firſt gathering Quails and Man- 
na, Exod. 6. 132, 13, 23, 26. The day which the Antient Saxons called 
the day of Seater, and we from them Saturday, was thenceforth to be their 
ſeventh-day Sacred. ; | 
'Yet all theſe.courſes which the moſt wiſe God took with them prevailed 
-not, they would not be reclaimed from their Idolatry, they were reſolved 
to uphold their wicked cuſtom ; nor only the meaner ſort, but rhe Kings of 
Judah, the Princes, the Prieſts and wicked Prophets, Lowed, Sought, Served, 
Worſhipped, and Walked after the Sun, Moon, &c. Fer. 8. 1, 2. Great 
charges were their Kings at, for making Horſes and Chariots, which they 
Dedicated to the Sun; the which good Fofiab afterward in zeal to the Lord 
of Hoſts did burn with fire, 2 Kings 23.11. Yet could he not root out this 
monſtrous abomination of V Vorſhipping the Sun, but they Rrengthned 
themſelves therein, inſomuch that even in the Temple of God, in the place 
where they ſhould V Vorſhip the Lord of Glory, with their faces VVeſtward 
towards the houſe of God, they would in a moſt high contempt Worſhip the 
Sun ; and bow with their breech towards the houſe of God, having their 
faces towards the Sun-rifing 3 Of which contempt the Lord complaineth to 
his Prophet Ezekiel, to whom he ſhewed their great aboninations, and prea- 
ter, yea and greater than thoſe; at length he ſhewed him this which out. 
paſſed all the other. Turn thee again, ſaith the Lord, and thou ſhalt ſee grea- 
ter abominations than theſe , and be brought me into the inner Court of the 
Lords houſe, and behold, at the door of the Temple of the Lord, between the 
Porch and the Altar,” were about frue and twenty men, with their Poſteriors

p Prophzs Jeremy maketh mention of ths VVorſhip in the ſeventh Chapter where

How it s hatched from the Earths ſuppoſed plainneſs. 


T hath been the general Opinion,not only of the Vulgar,but of the Learn- 
I ed alſo, that the ſeventh day commanded us in this Law, hath relation 
only to the ſix work-days of the Lord God,and not to the (ix work-days with 
men,. as if the meaning of theſe words of the Commandment, Six days ſhalt 
thou labour and ,do all thy VVork, but the ſeventh day u the Sabbath to the 
Lord thy God, (lo it is in the Hebrew) ſhould be thus: The fix days in which 1 
wroutgh when ICreated all things, ſhall be thy fix work-days,in them thou'ſhalt 
do all thyV Vork,but the ſeventh day wherein 1 refted, thou ſhak reſt, and do none 
of thy VVorks on any part of that day; but ſhalt keep that day Holy,it us the day 
of my Ref. 
F Fi hence they will have a week to.be none other with any People, but 
ſeven ſuch days, whereof the ſix former days be the ſame with the firſt fix 
days of the Creation, and the ſeventh be the ſame with. the day of Gods Reft. 
Weeks in uſe with the Fews they held to be ſuch ; the firſt fix days of their 
week, to be the fame with the fix days on which God wrought ; and their 
ſeventh day, which was from Friday art the ſetting of the Sun to Saturdays 
Sun-ſetting, to be the very day of Gods Reſt. Though Sunday be the day 
following the ſix days of labour with us, and on which we reft from our la- 


- bour, having wrought fix days before, yet we do not reſt on the ſeventh 


day (as they fay) according toGods example ; but or. the firſt day,: from 
Sunday to Sunday. they will not have to be a week, but from Saturday to 
Saturday only. - z/+) ; Of 

And from hence do they, who deny the Morality of the ſeventh-day- 
Sabbath teach and write, that the boundary. or ſeventh day of the week 
muſt be the day of Gods Reſt ; and that the day of Gods Reſt was the very 
day which God Blefledand, SanRiked, .and in this Law cemmanded to be 
kept boly, and that tbe Fews Sabbath.anly was the ſeventh-day Sabbath, 
which. in-this, Law is commanded tobe obſerved Holy; and that the Fews 
Sabbath-day. being Corecenin, nnd noneng by.the coming of the = 
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the ſeventh-day-Sabbath in this Law expreſly commanded to be SanQtified, 
is aboliſhed alſo,and not to be obſerved by Chrifiars; and that fithno other. 
ſet day is infticuted 1n ſtead thereof by any Divine Authority, it rcfterh in 
the boſom of the Church or Magiſtrates, to appoint what day they pleaſe for. 
Gods publick Worſhip. 

Though all and every of theſe be very falſe, yet are they all by theſe 
men h:1d to be even as true as their Creed ; they little confidering from how 
unſound and rotten a root, theſe and every of them have had their fartt 
ſpring, and that is from a ſuppoſal that the Earth is plain,and not round, 

It is an odd, -but an Old conceir of ſome Philofophers, which afterward 
was held and maintained by the Antient Fathers, that the Earth was nor 
roand, but plain as a Champaign-held, "They thought there could be no 
dwellers under the earth which go foot to foot againſt us : and that, if there 
ſhould be any Antipades imagined, yer them nor to be 'Adams Poſterity , 
whom they held to have all dwelt upon the Earth, and to have been al] 
drowned except eight” perſons, when Noahs flood covered all the face of 
tne Earth, So ſtrong did this Opinion prevail with the ſaid Fathers, ' as that 
whoever held the contrary, was counted near as bad as an Hererick, Wit- 
neſs Vigilins whom fome call Virgilizs, who was complained 'of by Boxiface 
unto Zachary then Pope, and was degraded for holding that there were An- 
tipodes, and that they had a Sun and Moon to ſhine unto them as well as to 
us. This ſtory may be ſeen in Awentine (a), and in Baronizs, 
who ſought to cover the fact with fig-leaves. | 

Now that the Adverſaries to the Morality of this Law held: 
all thoſe tenents before-ſaid and that they all ſprang ſrom this errour of the 
Earths ſuppoſed plain ſuperficies, I will next ſhew. For the clezring where- 
of I need not cite many of them, one may ſerve for all, being approved by 
them all, Neither will 1 cell here all that he Writes hereabout, but that 
which chiefly concerns the point in hand.

CHAP; XI. 


ST What a Week 15. 
The Seventh day of the Week us the Lords day. 


A Week 1s the ſpace of time made by ſeven whole days without inter- 
miſhon, : 

By ſeven days, mean ſeven fuch days asare all of one and the ſame kind, 
If any of rhem be Horizontal days, they are all to be Horizontal days, ſuch 
as were the ſeven days of the Week with the Fews. And if any be Meridio- 
nal, they are all ro be Meridional days, as are the days of the week with 
Chriſtians, The Jews Sabbath, or ſeventh day was from Sun-ſetting to 
Sun-ſetting ; therefore (> ſhould the fix days of their week be alſo. The ſix 
days of our week are from mid-night ro mid-night, and therefore the ſeventh 
isnot to be from Sun-ſetting ro Sun ſerring, but from mid-night to mid-night 
alſo, The ſeventh day mult relate to the 61x days before-going, The ſeventh 
day, which was the day of Gods Reſt, cannot relate to the {ix days of work 
with any People: Nor can the ſeventh day of the week with any People re- 
hte to the {ix days of Gods Work at the Creation; theſe were not of the ſame 
kind of days with the week-days that now are, or at any time heretofore 
have been, or can be in uſe with men, as | have already fully proved, See 
Chap. 5. 

That ſeven whole days witheut intermiſſion from any time, as from 
Sunday to Sunday, or from Saturday to Saturday, or from Munday to 
Munday is a week may appear. 

Firſt, From the ſeveral names and appellations by which a week is called 
with People of ſeveral Tongues and Languages, Our Antient Saxons, and 
we from them call it Sennight ; and rwo ſuch weeks fortnight ; that is, ſe- 
yen nights, and fourteen nights, The Romans called it Septimana ; that is, 
ſeven mornings, taking the morning for the whole day , as the Saxons did 
the night. With the Greeks it was called #6 a5, which is defined to be 
Intervallum ſeptem dierum ; "That is, ſeven day-. The Hebrews called a 
week not ſeven nights, as the Saxons did, nor ſeven mormings, as the Ro-

counted a week. Laban bade Facob fulfil] ber ber week: Gen. 29.27 meaning 
the ſeven days of Leas Marriage ; Such was the uſual time for Marriage- 
feaſts in thoſe days. Fudg. 14 10, 12, Ifa Woman was at any time deli- 
vered of a Man-child ſhe was to be unclean ſeven days; or a week ; bur if 
ſhe was delivered of a Maid-child, L'v. 12. 2, 5, ſhe was to be unclean 
DV , that is, two weeks:And ſo is it in our laſt Tranſlation. The Lord 
appointed the Fews to count for their feaſt of Pentecof# called their feaſt of 
Weeks, thus; On the morrow after the Firſt-day «of the Paſſover ( which ne- 
ver fell on the ſame day of the week two years together ) ſhalt thou number 
unto thee ſeven weeks, Lewir. 23,11, 15, 16. Deut. 16.9, So that it is 
evident, that theſe their weeks for meting out unto them their Feaſt of Pen: 
zecoft, began from different times, or days of their Sabbatical wee k. 

Thirdly, ſeven days fo ſucceeding each other, as that their boundary be 
the ſeventh day, every indifferent man will grant ro be a weelr, But ſuch 
may be from any ſer time, or day. Such were the ſeven days of unleavened 
bread : they began ſometimes on Monday, and ſometimes on Tueſday, and 
ſometimes on other days, and never two years together on one and the ſame 
day of the Fews Sabbarical week, Yet were thoſe ſeven days a week with 


. them, even their week of Sweet Bread ; the boundary whereof was the /e- 
venth day. Lev. 23. 8, Deut. 16. 8. Exod, 12,16, There is no difference 
made either in reſpect of Letters, Vowels, or Accents between the ſeventh 
day of the week of ſweet Bread before-ſaid, and the ſeventh day of their 
Sabbatical week, which with them was the Sabbath-day of the Lord. The 
like is to be ſaid of the weeks appointed to their Prieſts for their judgment 
in the caſe of Leprofie, Lev, 13.5. 27, And of the weeks of Danzels mour- 
wing, Dar. 10, 2, 3, By all which it is clear that a week 1s ſeven days ſuc- 
ceeding each other trom any ſet time, or day : and that if the firſt day there» 
of be known, the ſeventh day of the ſame -will be known alſo. 


Next, We are to know what the ſeventh day of the week is, being the 


day herein this Law commanded to be kept Holy. 


There is much difference between a ſeventh day and the ſeventh day, Eve- 


ry day of a week is a ſeventh day ; but only the boundary thereof is the ſe- 
venth day of that week. In like manner, there is much difference between 
the ſeventh day of a week, and the ſeventh day of the week. The ſeventh 
day from the birth of a Child is the ſeventh Gay of a week, and the bounda- 
ry thereof ; then was the Child a week Old. The laſt dzy of the week of 
unleavened-bread was the ſeventh day of a week; and ſo was the ſeventh 
day appointed to the Prieſt in the caſe of L-profie, as before was ſhewed ; but 
it was not the ſeventh day of the week, of the week whoſe boundary is 
Sacred, and Com:manded to be kept Holy. This week is the week 2s] iZoxv, 
it hath ſome excellency in ir, which other weeks bave not: and that in re

Firſt, Itis more excellent than other weeks, in regard of its excellent uſe ;

which are their fix days in which they may work,8 which is the Lords day 

in which they may not work;according to the Lords own ſtandard held out 
unto us in this Law, Six days ſhalt hos labour &c, But the ſeventh day « 
rhe Sabbath of the Lord thy God, &c, God by this Law tyeth no Nation to 
a ſet hour, or time when to begin their week : nor by what names they 
ſhould call the days of their week. But he tyeth all Nations: that 

at what time {: ever they begin the week, they work not on the ſeventh day; 
but SanRifie it: It is the Lords, All other weeks are for uſe inferiour to- 
this Other weeks may for to ſhew the juſt time for payments 
of monies, weekly or monthly billeting of Souldiers, taking of journeys, 
and for a.thoufind other reckonings in Civil affairs, "but all inferiour in uſe 
unto this, 

Secondly,Other weeks are more inconſtant than this,they vary in one and 
the ſame place,or elſe continue but a ſhort time. The weeks of Sweet Bread 
varied every year with the Fews, like as their Paſlover did, which never 
fell on the ſame week-day two years together,but were as unconſtant as the 
Moon, Weeks for payments of moneys, billeting Souldiers, 8c. are of ſhort 
continuance. Of thoſe that douſe them, ſeldom or never do all of the ſame 
City or Town begin them at the ſame time; W hereas weeks in uſe for poin- 
ting out the ſeventh day Sacred are conſtanr, 

Thirdly, Other weeks are not generally in uſe with all. All do not billet 
by the week, nor pay, nor receive wages by the week, neither do men ge- 
nerally make their reckonings and Accounts by weeks. But weeks for mea» 
ſuring out the. fix days of labour, and the ſeventh day Sacred, have been in 
ut with all People and Nations of any note and fame, not only with Chrj- 
/fians and Fews, but alſo with Turks and Heathen Nations. Though the 
week was not the ſame with them all,and therefore their ſeventh day Sacred 
could not be the ſame with all ; yet all had ſeven days to the week, and all 
had the ſeventh day of their week Sacred, The Turks ſeventh Sacred day 
with them called Algama is on our Friday, becauſe on that day Mabumer 

: fled from Mecha to Fethrib (e).Thbe fews kept their ſeventh 
_ wilſ. p28& Sacred day on our Saturday, beginning the ſame on Friday at 
| the ſetting of the Sun, becauſe at that time the [/raelites firſt 
began their ſix days of gathering Quails and ſuſtenance; as may appear in 
Exod. 16, And becauſe at that time of the day their deliverance out of E- 
g ypt was affured and Szaled unto them, Der. 6, 6. and alſo for the Lord 
Commanded them to do fo, Lew, 23, 32, And Chrifians keep their ſe- 
venth day Sacred on the Sunday, beginning the ſame with the morning ; 
cbiefly for that our Lord and Saviour at Feruſaiem made his glorious Reſur- 
reCtion on the Sunday morning. The Gentiles alſo had the Sunday for theix 
ſeventh Sacred day, though they kept it Sacred in honour of the Sun, of 
which i ſhall ſ:y more anon. See chap, 15. In theſe reſpects this week may 
truly be ſaid to be more excellent than all other, and the boundary thereof to 
be not only the ſeventh day of a week, bur the feventh day of the week.

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CHAP. XIIL. 
The Antiquity of Weeks proved. 


Chap. 13. 


Tz Antiquity of weeks may be gathered. 
Firit, From that it hath been the general practice of moſt Natiore, to 


have jalt ſeven days to the week: andevery particular day of the week ro 
bear the name of the ſame Heatheniſh God, or Planet with them ail; even 
with thoſe Nations betweerr whom there was no commerce or traffick ; and 
were unknown the one to the other, How can it be conceived, thar many 
Nations ſhould have neither more nor lefs than ſeven days ro the week, and 
to have the day of the Sun to be Sunday with them all, and the day of the 
Moon to be Monday with all, and fo every week-day to be the fame with 
them all, ( except with the Jews and Turks, who only as far as I: can read 
of, altered their week, the Few beginning the ſame on the Sunday, and the 
Turk on the Saturday, for the reaſons before given ) had not their Ance- 
ſtors ( before ever they were diſperſed, far from the Land of Shinar and 
Aſſyria ) under the Aſhrian Monarchy, in the time the Planets were held 
the Gods of the World, ſo counted the week, and called every week-day 
by the name of the ſame Planer, as now generally we do. E 

They who {hall be alive in America three hundred years hence, and ſee 
there ſo many Notions of different Tongues, and all to have juſt ſeven days 
to the week, and all to have Sunday for their ſeventh Sacred day 
and Call every of their other week-days alike, will they not ſay 
.or conceive that this could never have fo happened, had not their 
' Anceſtors in Europe obſerved weeks, and had juſt ſo many days to the week, 
and call every day of the week by the ſame names before ever they removed 
thence, and were diſperſed into ſo many and various Plantations in Americc? 
The like may we well conceive of the Antient Saxons, Remans, Egyptians, 
and other Antient Nations, that it could never fo bave happened, that every 
of them ſhould have weeks, and juſt ſeven days to the week, and cvery weelke- 
day to be called by the name of the ſame Planet with them all, had not their 
Anceſtors. under the Aſſyrian Monarchs, who firſt ſer up the Idolatry of 
Worſhipping the Planets, obſerved ſeven days to the week, and called the 
week-days by the ſame names of the Planets, before they came to be Planted 
abroad in ſeveral Nations, 

Secondly, Adam at firſt had no other meaſure to mete out kis Ape and 
time, but days and weeks, Theſe he had from the Lords Standard, who ha- 
ving wrought fix days and refted the ſeventh, did Sandtifie the ſeventh day. 
Adam knew a]l Creatures at the firſt ſight of them, and gave names to the 
Creatures ſuitable ro theirNatures.He knew them to be not Eternal,nor a year 
old, and therefore might as well know their Age to a day, When the Lord 
broughtEve unto him he knew her by fight, He knew ſhe was not three days, . 
nor a day Old. He knew. that ſhe was made of him, and on the fame _ 

; 2. 
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day in which he himſelf was made; and that the Lord on the next day re- 
ſted from his Werks of Creation. By this Pattern and Standard of the Lord, 
he might mere out time by weeks before he could have any Experimental 
knowledge of months and years, which were afterward in time gotten by 
obſervation of the courſe of the Sun and Moon. And we find, that in Anti- 
ent times there was much difference and variation in the count of years and 
months with People : Some had but rhree months, ſome ten, the Jews had 
ſometimes twelve, and ſomerimes thirteen months to the year, Their months 
did alſo much differ for length, but neyer was the week counted ro be more 
or leſs than ſeven days with any People.

5.  countof days by ſevens or weeks, they could not have but by 
Tradition, or from the Books of Adoſes, From the Books of - Moſes doubtleſs 
they had it not, for they were not Extantin the Greek Tongue, until Pro- 
lomie prevailed to get ſeventy two Seniors of the Fews to turfi them into 
Greek, which yas many hundred of years after Homer, While as the King- 
doms of Iſrael and Fudah flouriſhed, the Gentiles could never get the leaſt 
parcel of Sacred Scripture, The Fews counted it to be an high Prophanati- 
on of the Books of Moſes, if they were any ways Communicated to the Hea- 
ther, Fobn Gregory plentifully ſheweth and proveth, that before this inter- 
pretation was made by the faid 72 Sentors, the Heathen had no light from

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the Books of Moſes (a). If it ſhould be ſuppoſed that the Poets 

got the knowledge of the feventh day from the Books of Me- Larger 
fes, then muſt it be the Fews Satturday-Sabbath which they ſemy, ec. 
ſpake ſo Laudably ofz but they knew that to be an Holy day 

with them no Antienter than Moſes, Septimum diem more Gentis Sabbatum 
appellatum in omne avum jejunio ſacravit Moſes ; The {eventh day with that 
Nation called the Sabbath Moſes made a perpetual Holy day,faith 
Trogin:(a);for which ſuppoſed Innovation brought in by 345- (2/7984 35. 
ts, the Heathen generally envied them, and their Poers wrote very Cif- 
gracefully of them about their Szbbarh-day. I: was not then from doſes, 
but by Tradition, that they had the knowledge o: the Creation and of the 
ſeventh day, 

Fifthly, Gomarus, who with all his might oppoſed the Morality of the 
Sabbath day, doth yer acknowledge, that Alam, MMethuſelab, Sem and A- - 
braham, had knowledge of the Creation and of the feventh 
day (c); And why not eſes alſo, and thouſands befide them? (c)Gomer. de 
Moſes indeed had a full knowledge by Divine Revelation , and 0 IE 
infallible Inſpiration by rhe Holy Ghoſt, which guided him in the Hiſtori- 
cal Relation of the Creation of all things and of the day of Gods Reſt;as well 
as of other things related in his Books, yet queſtionlefs he had ſome general 
knowledge by Tradition of moſt things he wrote of, as they were delivered 
from Father to Son unto his days. It would have been a very wild conceit 
of Gomarus to think, when he wrote that the knowledge of the Creation and 
of the ſeventh day, came from Adam to Methuſelah, and from him to Sem, 
and from Sem to Abraham, that the knowledge there of was intailed to the 
Heirs Male, or to ſome Perſons in a lineal deſcent from Noah to Abraham, 
and nor to others alſo, Incredible is it, that Noah ſhould teach the knowledge 
thereof to Sem anly,and not to Cham and Faphet too ; and that Sem ſhould 
reveal the ſame to Arphaxad only, keeping it as a ſecret from ail other his 
Sons and Daughters : and that Arphaxad ſhould do the like unto Sala, and 
he ro Heber, and he to Peleg, and he to Rem, and he to Serug, and he to Na- 
hor, and heto Terah, and he to Abraham: and that none ot them ſhould im- 
prt that knowledge to any other of their Sons and Daughters : and chat the 
remembrance, as well of the ſeventh day, as of the Creation, was wholly 
extinct with Abrabam, Without all peradventure Cham and Fapher, and 
their Poſterities had and retained the knowledge thereot for many generati- 
ons ; ſome of them to the days of the before-named Poers, and long after | 
too. Orpheus, Eſchylus, Aratus, Pindarus, Epicharmus , and others mentio- 
ned by Clemens, could elſe never have ſpoken fo truly of Fehovab, ( whom - 
they cailed Fove,) as he relaterh them to have done (2d).

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CHAP. XIV. 


Objettion againſt Antiquity of Weeks anſwered. 
The hourly Government of the Planets is feigned. 


"FX may be many who have publiſhed abroad to the World, that 
there is a certain hourly Rule or Government which the Planets have 
given them of the Creator, by which every of them ſucceſſively, and in a 
viciſſitude, doth govern his hour according to this common difſtich, 


Cynthia, Mercurius, Venus, & Sol, Mars, Fove, Satur, 
Ordine retrogrado fibi quivis vendicat boram. 


Hence they ſay, that untill this hourly Government was by skilful Aftro* 
nomers found out and known, the Gentiles had no weeks, and having no 
weeks they could not have the ſeventh-day Sacred z ſuppoſing none before 
this to have week but the Fews only, and therefore none but they to have a 
Sabbarh-day. | 

Among many other Dr. Heylin was of this opinion, who from hence doth 
argue the Sabbath-day not to be mora], being not obſerved or known but 
by the Fews only. He would have us take it for granted, that no Nation 
without the knowledge of Aſtrology, ( the Fews excepted |) whereby men 
came firſt to know the Planets hourly Government, and fo conſequently 
what Planet governed the firſt hour in every day,could have weeks,or call the 
week-days by the names of the Planets. The Gentiles (ſaith he) following the 
motion of the Planets, gave to each day the name of that particular Planet, by 
which the firſt bour of the day was governed as their Aſtrologers 


had taught them (c). And he affumeth that Aſtrologers found egy ey 
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out this knowledge of the Planetary government but in latter times, All 
the Chaldean Aftrologers, all the Magicians among the Per/ians he held to be 
ignorant herein, and therefore during the Aſſyrian and Perſiaz Monarchy 
weeks not to be in uſe, Yea he tells us farther that neither the Greeks, nor 
Romans when they were in their greateſt flouriſh for Arts and Empire, had 
weeks, becauſe they had not as then gotten this ſuppoſed excellency of A- 
ſtrology, to know by the motions of the Planets, what Planer governed the 
firſt hour in every day (a), Though the Planets had ( as ſome 
ſay) this orcerly and hourly government, even from the day 
of their Creation ; Yet the Dr. holds that neither Plato, nor 
Pythagor2s, nor any of the famous Aſtronomers before Eudoxws. had gotten 
this excellency. Firſt, ſaith he, the Greeks learnt the motions of the Planets of 
Eudoxus,and therefore could not know the week before. He doth grant that they 
might have great Aſtrologers among them, and yer be Ignorant of this 
hourly goverament of the Planers, whereby they conſtantly point out the 
week and the days of the week, For he ſaith of the Romans, that they were 
well enough acquainted with the Planets in their later times; Yet they divi- 
'*d not toeir Calendar into weeks till near about the time of Dioniſtus Exiguus, 
who lived about the year of Chriſt 520 (b). But he holds that 
they (being ignorant of the Scriptures) could. not have weeks 
before they had gotten this knowledge by the motions of the 
Planets, And from hence concludeth, that tbe Chaldees, Perſians, Greeks 
and Romans, all the four great Monarchies did obſerve no Sabbaths, becauſe 
they did obſerve no weeks, 
In anſwer hereunto [ ſay, that if it be true which the Da&tor would, that 
without theHoly Scripture, weeks could not be known but by the. knowledge

of rhe ſaid hourly government of the Planets ; and thac this government of 


the Planets was not found till the Egyptians of late times, and Eudoxus from 
them had gotten the knowledge thereof ; it muſt needs be confeſſed, not 
_ only what the Doctor thence inferreth, that all the four grear Monarchies 
did obſerve no Sabbath, becauſe they did obſerve no weeks, Bur that the 
Patriarchs before the Flood, and all Nations, and People whatſoever ( the 
Fews only excepted ) were without a Sabbarh-day, and could not have the 
ſevenih-day Sacred with any of them, till about the time of Eudoxws, who 
was Plato's Schollar, becauſe they neither had nor could have weeks before. 

Bat for anſwer in plain terms : Ir is very untrue what the Dr. alledgeth. 
There was never any ſuch hourly government of the Planets found our, 
bur feigned. Neither had the week-days their names firlt from the Planets 
governing the firſt hour of the day. Both which I will clear and make 
apparent. 

'Couching the former ; There is no ſuch hourly government found our 
;n deed arfd truth ; but rhere hath ſuch an-one-feigned to be ; and that up- 
pon a new order, or fituation of the Planets made by Aſtronomers in Jater 
times. 
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For in ancient -times the Moon was held to be the loweſt Planet, and 
the Sun to be next unto her, and all the other five Planers to be above the 
Sun. This was the order of the Planets generally in Antient times by A- 
ſtronomers(«),excepting very few, as Ariſtarchus,Samimns, and THE 
two or three other whom Copernicus follow'd making the Sun (9 wn » 
to be below them all ; but afterward, about Eudoxzs time, or | ps, 
not long after, Aſtronomers partly by the Aſpe&ts and Paral- #22. de Dr 
laxes of the Planets, and partly by the difference of the time, %*'-. 2. Cc. 
in which they finiſhed their courſes, found out a new order © 2: $7: 
and ſituation of them; making the Sun to be the middle Planer, three ro be

This new-found order of the Planets ſer many Wits to the grinding-flone 
a ſharpening,to bring forth ſome rare inventions in Lud of the Planers new 
ſituation. T'wo whereof, that were more remarkable remain Yet in memo- 
ry. The one was that d1amwodgor, which (as many ſay) was the £1 cuind 
of Muſick (a). Feigning the week: days to anſwer the ſuppoſed 
harmony of the Spheres ; every fourth Planer in that order (?/Mfa:r. 
perpetually to ſound out the name of the next ſucceeding day, _ JEET 
The other was this hourly government before-ſaid , firſt © © 
brought to light in Fgypr, as 1s ſuppoſed ; by which it will fo fall out, tha® 
let every Planet be ſuppoſed to govern his hour ſucceſſively according 16 
this new order, it will fo fall out that the Planet which ſhall come to rulc 
the firſt hour of the next day, will be the very ſame whoſe name that day 
doth bear, Both theſe I confeſs, are very witty ; but a meer fancy. Ard 
they, who urge from hence, that the Planets have ſuch an hourly rule, and 
government given them by their Creator, by which every one in ſeven 
days doth conſtantly, and by courſe , Rule the firſt hour of a week- day, 
and that thereby men came to have ſeven days to the week, and to call the 
days of the week by the names of the Planets orderly, as they came to go- 
vern the firſt hour of the day, are meerly deluded, For had there been in 
truth ſuch an hourly government given them, and had they exerciſed the 
ſame; then ſure, 

Firſt , Adam ſhould have gotten this knewledge before all men, 
And then it would follow hence, that men had weeks from the beginning, 
even from this hourly Rule of the Planers : but indeed, Adam had better 
ground for weeks, than the Planets could aftord ; which was Gods work- 
ing fix days and reſting the ſeventh; 

2. It Adam had nor known this rarity, or if he had known it, and wou'd 
reveal it to none of his Children; Yer the Aftrologers before the Fiood 
would doubtleſs have found out the ſame : they were moſt excellent in the 


knowledge of Aſtrology,as Foſephys, and many other in their Writings tell 
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vs; they had ſuch experiments in, and of their obſervations, which men in 
future times, living not the tenth of their days, could never attain unto, 
Doubtleſs had there been ſuch a Rule indeed, they would have known ir ; 

 _andalſo written this rarity in thoſe Pillars Foſephas mentio- 
(a) Foſep. Anti. neth (a), that future Ages might not be ignorant thereof. 
Ty Surely thoſe long-liv'd Aftrologers deſerved not to be of that 
name and fame, it ignorant of the ſaid hourly government of the Planets, 
had there been any fuch Rule, or Government then in being, 

3. If it be ſuppoſed,that none before the Flood were ſuch excellent Aſtro- 
logers; yet the Chaldees, whoſe Religion was in adoring the Hoſt of Heaven, 
and in ſearching after the motions and effeCts of the Planets, who beſtowed 
their whole time therein, even from their Childhood : who inſtructed their 

little Children in the knowledge of the Stars (b), as we teach 
(»)Bo-mus us Children the Catechiſm; theſe I ſay of all other fince the Flood, 
ar Aſſrria. ſhould have been the finders out of this Rule and Government 
of the Planets had there been any ſuch among them, A vanity is it to ima- 
gine, that ſuch an excellency ſhould be kept ſecret from the Creationduring 
chouſand of years, and nor found out till late times, by ſome Egyprians of 
no Note or Name ; whereas the diſcoverers thereot ( had there been ſuch 
a thing indeed found out ) deſerved to have their names Ingraven in Marble 
for their laſting memory to all ſucceeding Ages. ; 

4, If this hourly Government be really true, then there can but one 
Planet govern the firſt hour of one and the ſame day, at one and the ſame 
place z and which ſhall give name to that day ; ifotherwiſe, then this 
hourly rule is net ſound, but feigned. Now we know, that one and the 
fame day at one and the fame place, may be Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
to ſeveral perſons, I will clear this in Dr. Heylms own words. 

Suppoſe (faith he) that a Turk, 2a Jew, and a Chriſtian ſhould dwell fog e- 
ther at Jeruſalem, whereof the one doth keep bis Sabbath on the Friday, the 

other on the Saturday : and the third Sandiifieth the Sunday (a). 
(c) Heyl. part ( he would not call Sunday our Sabbath, as he doth Friday 
te Pa8t 45. the Turks Sabbath)Then,that upon the Saturday theTurk begins 
bis journey VVefward, and the Chriſtian Eaftward : ſo as both of them com- 
paſſing the VVorld, do meet again in the ſame place: the Jew continuing where 
they left him. It will fall out, that the Turk by going VVeſtward, having loſt 
a day ; and the Chriſtian going Eaftward, having got a day; one and the 
ſelf ſame day will be a Friday to the Turk,s Saturday to the Jew, and a Sun- 
day to the Chriſtiar, Sith then one and the ſame day came to be a Friday, 
a Seturday.and a Sunday unto theſe three by their Travel, there muſt be. 
three ſeveral Planets to govern the firſt hour of that day ; or elſe the Planets 
muſt by little and little have gotten and loſt a whole courſe of governing, as 
the Travellers did by. little and little = and loſe a whole day by their Tra- 
vel; both which will. ſhew this hourly rule of the Planets to be both vain 
and {eigned, | ; 
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Touchirg the latter, that week-days had not their names from the ſup- 
poſed hourly rule of the Planets, may from theſe reaſons be gathered. 

Firſt, This hourly rule doth flow from the names of the week-days, and 
not the week-day names from ir, Men muft firſt know by what Plancts 
name the day iscalled, before they can tell what Planet muſt govern the 
firſt hour thereof, For ſuppoſe the two Travellers before-faid, the Chrifti- 
an and the Turk, had met at any place before they had ended their journey: 
ir muſt be as Dr. He yl hath demonſtrated the like (2), Sunday 
then with the Turk, when it was but Saturday with the Chri= (<)#9!per-1. 
{tian then at their meeting, Now let the moſt skilful of Aſtro. ?* 46:41» 48: 
loger be demanded, what day it ſhould be unto them both, either Saturday 
or Sunday ? whether the Sz or Saturn ruled the firſt hour thereof ? He will 
anſwer as the Chaldees did Nebuchadnezvar, There 1s not a man upon the earth 
that can ſhew tha matter, Dan. 2, 10. Yea though the place where thoſe 
Travellers met were made known alſo, yet wou!d the queſtion remain un- 
reſolvable, unleſs there be ſome Ime or other ſuppoſed, where the Planets 
ſhould begin their Government, and from whence the Calculation is to be 
"made : Bur in that ſuppoſal there 1s no certainty, Now if the ſaid Travellers 
agree together, to have that day of their meeting to be Sunday, then any 
Aſtrologer will readily tell them, that the Sun was he that ruled the firſt 
hour thereof : or it they make it Saturday, then Saturn was be, Firſt there- 
fore the week-days muſt be known, before men can know the ſaid planetary. 
Rule and Government, would not have any conceive,that by the Planetary 
Rule and Government, I ſhould mean here that Government and Lordfhip, 
which the Planets are of old ſaid to have in their own Home and Houfes ; it 
is the hourly Rule of the Planets, mentioned in the beginning of this Chap- 
rer that Imean, I confeſs my ſelf to be bur little skill'd in che one ; bur 
this he that hath but the uſe of a pair of Globes may demonſtrate to be falſe, . 
and to have nqtruth in it. | 

2. The Germans had weeks, and called the week-days by the names of 
their Gods whom they adored, which were the ſeven Planets, and this long - 
before they came to have any knowledge of this hourly Rule of the Planets, _ 
which Henricus Haſſianus got in Parx, and then after taught the ſame in. 
Vienna: and that not yet four hundred years fince, The Doctor faith, That - 
the Grecians bad not weeks till Eudoxus bad taught them the excellency in . 
Aſtrology, which he brought from Egypt a little before ; he might with ac . 
much truth bave ſaid, that the Germans had not weeks, till Henricus Haſha- 
nus had taught this knowledge in Aſtrology, which be brought from Paris @ ; 
little before, There is the ſame reaſon in them both, bur this is known to - 
be far from truth. If any ſay that the Germans had learnt to have weeks, | 
and tocall the days of the week by-the names of the Planets, ſince the faid - 
hourly Rule was found out, and that either from. the Romans or Greciays,. 
or from ſome. other Nation with whom they lived, before they came to in-.. 
habit in Germany : as the French, the Engliſh, the Dutch, and. other People-- 
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in America have weeeks, and call the weekdays by the fame names thoſe 
Nations did, with whom their Anceſtors lived before they came into Ame. 
rica, My anſwer is, they are much miſtaken; for Germany wasa very 
Antient Kingdom, as Theodore Bibliander, and Verſtegan alſo do acquaint us, 
Twiſco, who before he died wasa King, and the firſt Ring of the Germans 
was born long before there was a Monarchy of the Romans, Grecians or 
Perſians either, He was antienter than Abrahams tather. Bibliander thus 
writeth of him, Twuiſco, quem aliqui putant, &c. Tuiſco, whom ſome think to 
be Aſchenaz,the Nephew of Noah,erefted the Kingdom of Sarmatia, and from 
whom the Datch-men are called Tentſhen.Tacitzes holdeth him to be the Son 
of Terra or Arezia, Noahs wite (a). Mannuw who was Twiſ- 
(a)Theod Biol. cg his Son, and the ſecond King of the Germans , was born 
not twenty years afrer Abraham. and Wigwoner their third 
King was born before Abraham went out of Ur, a Town of the Chaldees, 
and therefore according to Bibl:ander, before the Egyptians had learnt A- 
ſtrology. For ic ſeems the Egyptians as well as other Nations, ſevering them- 
ſelves from Nsahbs Poſterity, remaining about Chaldea, Afſhria, and other 
parts of Sh;mar, buſied themtelves ſo about their new Plantation in Epypr, 
that they negleQed and forgot Aſtrology, till Abraham came out of Chat- 
des, and went down into Ezypr, where, as Foſephwes ſaith, he taught Aﬀro- 
 nomy unto them, being ignorant thereof before (b). The 
b)7 Jepb An Germans were a Nation and a Kingdom before Eudoxs knew 
—_ 2"; Ste What a Planet was, Yerſtegan alſo tells us, that the Saxons had 
chap. 9. in Antient times the ſeven Planets for their Gods, whom they 
called Son, Mone, Tuiſco, &c, and alfo called the days of the 
week by the names of thoſe their Gods, before ever they had any Commerce 
with the Grecians or Romans either. ha 
3. Week-days bear the names of the Planets, not from the ſaid Jate in- 
vented hourly Rule, ſuppoſed ro be given them by God, when he Created 
them, but as they were the Heathens Gods, and were orderly Worſhipped 
and Adored by them. Thus the day we call Sunday, was by the Heathen an- 
ciently called the day ofthe Sun, becauſe of all the Planets who were held 
to be the Lords and Governours of the World; he was that Lord and Go- 
vergour which had ſpecial Worfhip done unto him on that day, and for that 
his Worſhip began with that days beginning, even at the Sun-rifing ( for 
at that time did rhe Heathen begin their Worſhip to the Sun, and to every 
of the reſt of theHoſt of Heaven,as I bave ſhewed before, )which was the firſt 
hour of rhe day with'themz he hath been ſaid and held, to begin his Lord- 
ſhip or Government on the beginning, or firſt hour of that day; and hence 
13 it tat that day was by the Antient Heathen called the day of the Sun ; the 
like may be ſaid of the other names of the week-days, | 
[That the week-days were by the Heathens called by the names of the 
Planets, as they were the Heathens Gods adored by them,isfevident, not on- 
ly from the Teſtimonies of ſundry Learned men, but alſo from Dr, Heylins 
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own Pen. He himſelf doth ſay as much, for ak this queſtion of him, and 
he will tell you yea; and faith, Thar they are more Nice than Wiſe, who out 
of "a defire to have all things new. would have new names 'for every day, or 
call them as ſometimes they were, the firſt day of the week, the ſecond day of the 
week, & ſic de cateris; and all for fear leſt it be thought that we do ſtill 4- 
dore thoſe Gods, whom the Gentiles Y Vorſhipped (a). Ask by 
whoſe Authority he proveth week-days to have their names 
from the Gods of the Heathen ? He tells us by S*, Augauſtines, 
and alledgeth theſe his werds, Deorum ſuorum nomina Gentes impoſuerunt 
dichs ifs, &c. The Gentiles (faith the Father ) gave to every day of the week 
the name of one or other of their Gods, &c. Ask him again why P-pe Sylvc- 
fer changed the names of the week-days, and would have no week-day to be 
called by the name of any of the Planets, but all to be called by the names of 
Feria prima, Feria ſecunda, &c, Was it, for that Eudox#s had learn't the 
aforeſaid Government of the Planets, and ſo he, and other Aftrologers after 
him taught this rarity in their Schools, whereby many ( admit all ) Grecr- 
ans had weeks, and called the week-days by the names of the Planets, as theic 
Aſtronomers raught them ; and now the Pope fearing leſt the Rowans from” 
the example of the Greeks ſhould in time come to have weeks { for till thac 
time, and after that too, untill the Romwenshad admitted Chriſtianity through- 
out their Empire; Dr, Heylin ſaith they had no weeks (b) and _ | 
ſhould call the week-days by the names of the Planets, as the (?) 006 as 
Grecians did ? No ſure, it was for that the Genti/es generally, MOTTO 
as Romans and Greeks, did call the days of the week as they were taught 
from their Anceſtors, and they from theirs, even by rhe names of their 
Gods which of Old they adored, who were the ſeven Planets ; and for that 
Chriſttans alſo generally (except Fews) did call them ſo in like manner, as 
their Heathen Anceſtors did, even in the time when this Pope lived : which 
ſo difpleaſed the ſaid Pope, that in deteſtation of the memory of theſe Hea- 
then Gads, he changed the names of the week-days. and decreed ro have 
them called by the names of Ferie. Dr, Heylin proving this, citeth Polydure 
Virgil for his authority, Sy/veſter Romanis Pontifex ejus nommnts primus, Va- 
norum deorurm memoriam inabhorrens (c), &c. Sylveſter the 
firſt Pope of that name, hatins the name, and memory of the (c)Pot. Viv. at 
Gen: ile Gods, gave order that the days ſhiuld be called by the TE 
name cf F-riz (4), &c, Had the Planets ſuch Power and V<r- (4) Het »art. 
tue given them of God, foro Govern by an hourly courſe, as 2+ page 62+ 
that rhereby every week-day was deligned and pointed cur, 
Syivefter had cauſe rather to magnifie the Creator, who vcvealed the know- 
ledge hereof unto ſome, which was kepr ſecret from #1} Generations ill 
then; and to have in Lave, +u4 Laud the Parties,though Heathen, ro whom 
the L:xd had made kn-wn his Reriry, whereby the Grectans had weeks in 
his bfe rime 3 andthe tomans and other Nations might in fFort time come 
19 have weeks alſo, than to bear ſuch ſpite and hatred to the Pianets for ſuch 
theie. 
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their Vertue given them, or to the finders out of this Planetary Government, 
as ſhould move him to take away the memory, either of the Planets, or 
of this theirſGovernment,or of the finders out thereof,by changing the names 
of the week-days ; ſure his diſlike and hatred was againſt the Idolatry of the 
Heathen, who ſtill continued to count the Planets as Gods, and to call the 
week-days by their names : hence 1s it that he made the change,even to take 
away the remembrance of their names out of mens, eſpecially out of Chyift;- 
49:5 mouths. 

Thus having now been ſhewed, firſt that there is indeed no ſuch hourly 
Government as iz pretended $5 And ſecondly, that the week-days had not their 
names from thence ; Any man may ſee the weakneſs of Dr. Heylins principal 
argument, to prove thereby, that neither of the four great Monarchies, nor 
any People elſe, the Fews only excepted, had weeks , and therefore no 
Sabbath. 
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CHAP. XV. 


Sunday was the ſeventh day with the Gemtiles. 
Sunday continued to be the ſeventh day of the week with Chri- 
ſtians. | 


Aving declared what weeks are, and the long continuance of them; 
H and alſo anſwered the main objeftion made againſt their Antiquity ; I 
will now indeavour to make apparent, that Supday was not only a ſeventh, 
but the ſeventh day with the Gentiles, 

Concerning which it hath already been proved, 1, That the ſeven Pla- 
nets were of the old Gentiles Gods, 2. That the ſeven days of the week were 

 deputed to thoſe their Gods; and as Fobn Gregory doth af: 

(2/76 G17gil ſure us (4) in his Afhrien Afonarchy, that the days of the week 

yo were called of the Aſſyrians by the names of the ſame Planets, 

unto whom the week-days were ſeverally dedicated ; and that 

all Nations did from them call the days of the week in like manner. 3. Thar 
the Sun was of all their Gods held the Chiefeſt and Supream, 

Now common ſenſe and reaſon will tell us, that the day which was b 
them Dedicated to their Chicfeſt God, and bare his Names the day of the 
Sun, which we call Sunday, muſt be with them the chiefeſt day x | all che 
ſeven in their eſtimation ;z and therefore was it with them not only a ſeventh 
day of the week, but the ſeventh day #]' #50299, 

Neither was Sunday the ſeyenth day of the week with the Idolatrous Ger- 
$iles only, but was alſo, as it 1s moſt probable, that ſeventh day which the 
Patriarchs before the Flood held to the Honour of the* Creator, in remem- 
brance of the Creation, and of Gods Reſting on the ſeventh day, For when 
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Nimrod otherwiſe called Saturnus Babylonicus, Beluys his Son, and other 
Potentates of Aſſyris and Chealdea, had Idolatrouſly ſet up the whole. Hoſt 
of Heaven, that is,the Sun, Moon, and the other Planets, with conſtellatt- 
ons ſubſervient to them ; which of the ſeven days of the week, will any 
reaſonable man imagine, did they dedicate to the Honour of their greateſt 
God the Sun, rather than that, which betore was held to the Honour of 


| God the Creator ? Surely not any other, And when the Aſſjrian and Chal- 


Jean Powers had, as much as in them lay, robbed God (if I may fo fay) of 
his Titles, Attributes, Providence, Works of Creation, Government and 
Worſhip; and gave tbe chief of all their ſpoils to their chiefeſt God the Sun; 
Nimrod giving him the name Baal (a), which he afterwards (a)70. Gre 
aſſumed ro himſelf (6b), Belxs giving him the name Fove, (Fe- Apr. pO 
hovab in the Hebrew) the which he aflumed afterward unto (5) 8ib!ian. 
himſelf,and was called Fove Bel, T hey called the Sun God, 
and held him the God of Gods, and Lord of Lords, and Governour of all 
things:and tha tthe World was not Created, but was from everlaſting govern- 
ed by the Planets, the Sun being Chief and Soveraign Ruler : Would they 
not do the like, may any one think, with that day which was held to the 
Honour of the Creator ? All that was known to be for the Worſhip and 
Honour of God the Creator, they gave to the Honour of the Sun ; and 
therefore doubtleſs they deputed to the Sun that day alſo. : 
Again, When they aſſigned to every of thoſe Gods the ſeveral days of 
the week, no indifferent underſtanding man but will conceive that they 
would Dedicate to their greateſt God the Sun, the day held before to the 
Honour of the great God of Heaven and Earth, rather than to the cov, 
Mercury, or other inferior Goc's. So that moſt likely, the ſeventh day with 
the Patriarks, was none other, but that which afterwards was the Suns day 
with the Aſjrians, and frem them was called the day of the Sun with other 
Nations alſo, as the other week-days were called by the names of the other 
Planets;and ſo by cuſtom have they continued to be called with all Nations 
of any note for Civility and Knowledge,except with the Jews only,who af- 
ter their coming out of Egypt, had another day afligned unto them for their 
ſeventh Sacred day ; and had a ſpecial Command given them, not to make 
any mention of thoſe Gods of the Nations, nor to have their names at all in 
their mouth, as I have ſhewed before, | 
2, Sunday was the ſeventh day of the week with the Gentiles, as may be 
ColleAted from the Pens of many Learned Authors, as well Chriſtian as 
Heathen. | 
Aug, Steuchins in Gen: 2, Speaking of the ſeventh day affirmed, that it 
Was in omni atate iter omnes gentes venerabils & ſacer, Thelike do Chry/o- 
fome, Beda, and other more, whoſe words I have before in the 13.Chapter 
exprefled; Alſo amongſt the moſt Anrient Poets, divers of them co teſtific 
the ſame, as Linms, Callimachus, Heſiod and Homer, who was above two hug- 
dred years before Eudoxis knew what Aſtrology was, All of them were 
ESTs I Heathen © 
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Heather, yet all of them ſpake very laudably of the feventh Sacred day. 
Their words for brevities ſake I will not here rehearſe, (ith they are' to be 
ſeen, and are urged by many Writers, as namely, Clem. Alexand. Strom. 
L. 5. Euſeb. de Prep, Evang. L.1 3+ c, 17. Rivetws in Gen. c. 2, and in his 
Diſſert. de Origine Sabbs. Allo Dr. Heylin in his Hifory of the Sabbath , part 
I. c. 4 Now the ſeventh day ſo laudably by them ſpoken of, was the day 
of the Sun, For, 1, It was not Saturday the Fews ſeventh day. The Ger 
tiles liked the Jews Saturday, as (ſaid a Papiſt) the Devil doth Holy-water, - 
Ir was counted by them a diſdainful novelty; their Poets commonly 
would have one laſh or other at the Fews for it, and-never ſpake in 
honour thereof, 2. The Adverſaries themſelves do'grant that the day of the 
Sun was the ſeventh day, and Sacred alſo with the Heathen ; but here's 
their evaſion, The ſeventh day Sacred to the Sun with the Heathen, ſay they, 
was the ſeventh day of the Month, and not the ſeventh day of the week. 

Now that the day of the Sun was the feventh day of the week with the 
Heathen, and not the ſeventh day of the month, thus 1 prove. 

1. Clemens and Euſebius, both alledge the faid Poets, to ſhew thar the 
Gentiles had the ſeventh day of the week Sacred with them. = 

2. Other Authors generally take Sunday with the Gentiles for a week-day, 
and not for the day of a month. 

3. Had the ſeventh day Sacred to the Sun been the ſeventh day of every 
month, as they affirm, the Greeks doubtleſs would have noted the ſame 
down in their Calenders, Though they could not fet down conſtantly the 
ſeventh day of the week, by reaſon of their intercaling ſo many days at a 
time, no more than others then could do; and no more than we can ſer down 
the moveable Feafts that were with us, unleſs it be in a yearly Almanack, 
before thac Fulius Ceſar had correfed the year. Yet never ſhall we ſee a 
Calender, in which the Principal immovable Sacred days were omitted. 
Now there is an Antient Atrick Calendar to be ſeen in Scaliger de emend. 
femp. wherein things of leſs conſequence are noted ; but this ſeventh day Sa- 
crea to the Sun in each month cannot be found, | 

5) Whieof - ,.X Dr, Francis White and Dr. Heylin alſo tell us (6b) that 
O. Sabbath p. Chriſtians of the firſt Ages, becauſe they kept the Sunday for 
107. Heyl, their Sacred Services, and bowed Eaſtward in their Worſhip, 
Par. 2. f- 53- were upbraided for Sun- Worſhippers, though they neither 

W orſhipped the Sun, nor called their day of Women 
God Sunday, but the Lords day, being their Sabbath Sacred day of Re 
to the Lord, Surely if Sunday had not been with the Heathes who+ were 
Sun Worſhippers indeed, a weekly ſervice day, but the ſeventh day of the 
month only,there had been no cauſe or ground, why either Few or Gentife 
ſhould have caſt ſuch an afperſion on them of being Worſhippers of the Sun. 

5, This may further appear by the decree of Pope Milchiades, whom 
ſome call 34:1r;ades, the laſt of all the Popes that were Martyrs. He fo make 
a Clear difference berween the obſervation of Sunday by COP = the 
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obſervation of Sunday by the Heathen, ordained that all Gentiles who 
were converted and were Chriſtians, ſhould not faſt on the Sundays nor on 
Thurſdays,as the otherGenziles did, Note,that as Wedneſday, Friday and Sun- 
day, were now'in late times called Sacred or Prayer-days ; ſo were ThurC 
day and Sunday in old times; on which days they filled not themſelves as 
on other days till their Sacred Services were ended. The decree Sever. Bi- 
»ius on the Life of the ſaid Pope ſets down thus: Fejunium wero Domrinici 
dici, & quinte ſerie nemo celebrare debet 5, ut inter jejunium Chriſtianorum, 
& Gent ilinem wveraciter, &c. He would not that Chrifians. ſhiwu'd faſt on 
the Thurſday, and on the Lords day, called by the Gentiles Sunday, that 
ſo there might be an open and apparent diſtinQtion between Chriians and the 
Heathen in the obſervation of thoſe days. From which time till of late, our 
Tables have teſtified obedience to that deeree, being uſually furniſhed with 
more variety of Diſhes on the Sundays and Thurſdays, than on any day of 


; the week beſides, If any one hereſay, that theſe days were not Sacred bur 
Faſting days, becauſe Brnius call them jejwnie ; I would have him inferm. 


ed, that Sacred days were with the Heathen called Faſts, becauſe they ab- 
ſtained from feeding themſelves till their Services were ended ; the like did 
the Fes, yea and Chriſtians too in old time. Trogus Writing the Cu 
ſtoms of the Fews, when he would tell us that Aſoſes ordained the Saturday, 
being the ſeventh day with the Fews, to be a Sacred day perpetualiy, 
be thus exprefleth the ame, Seprimum diem more Gents Sabbatum appet- 
latum, in omne «vum jejunioſacravit Moſes (a). Dr. Heylin 
ſheweth plentifully that the Heathen Poets, and others called + rr 
Sacred days Faſting days (6). But to put us out of doubt that rt _— 
the Thurſday, and Sunday were not only faſting days, but 

Sacred alſo with the Heathen, Plating reſfolveth the caſe ; who, on the Life 
of the ſaid Pope, ſers down his Decree thus, Miriadss inflituturm ſuit , ue 
Dominico, neve ferid quintd jejunaretur ; quia hos dies Pagani quaſi ſacros cc- 
lIebraut. Whereby it appears, that Sunday was a Sacred day, not of the 
month, but of the week with the Heathen. 

6. Laftly, The Teſtimonies of divers Learned Writers ſhew that the Cay 
of the Sun with the Gentiles was a week-day, even the ſame which we call 
the Lords day. 

Sozomen telleth us that Conſtantine commanded Dominicum diem, quem 
Ebr «i primum Sabbati appelant, & Greci Soli deputant, &c, & cunttis cele- 
brari (c), Conſtantine then held that the day which the Hea- (c) Sor Excl. 
then Greeks deputed to the Sun, was the very fame which we bift.li.1. cap. 8 
call the Lords day. 

Tuſtin Martyr in ſeveral paſſages called the Logds day no otherwiſe than 
TW TS wais nuipey ; as then the Gentiles or Greeks called it x faith :

|t ſeemeth by thele that Chriſtians at firſt, develted the Sun of the Wor- 
ſhip given him on the day of the Sun, and gave the yu right of Wor- 
ſhip on thar day unto the Lord God, They ſerved the day of the Sun as 
the men of 1/rgel were to ſerve their Captive Maidens ; the things that grew 
excrementitiouſly on them, as hair, and nails were to be ſhaven, and cut; 
Deut, 21, 12. and fo caſt away, &c, and then the men lawfully might keep 
and uſe them : So Chriſtians of the firlt Age after Chriſts Aſcenſion, pared 
off, and caſt away what did excrementitiouſly (if I may fo fay)) grow on 
the day of the Sun, as the Adoration, and Superſtirious Services given to it 
on that day ; and then they lawfully might, and did make uſe of the ſame; 
and it became their ſtanding ſervice-day unto Gods honour. 

. Divers other Teſtimonies of ſandry Authors may be given to prove the 
day of the Sun with the Gentiles to be, not their ſeventh day of the month, 
but the ſeventh day of the weeks all which I here omit: only I referr the 

Reader for his further ſatisfaAtion to Doftor Heylims Hiftory 
(>)H9/ par.2. of the Sabbath (b), wherein he ſheweth that not only the days 
P48. 536 ſ of the Moon,of Mars, of Mercury, &c.\with the Gentiles, were 
65, 03. the ſame which we call Munday, Tueſday, Wedneſday, &c, 
But alſo that the day of the Sun is the ſame which we call Sunday, pro- 
ving the fame out of Tertullian, Fuſtin Martyr , Saint Auguſtine and 
others. 

Peſt, But here it may be demanded, that fith the Sunday was the day 
Sicred with the Heathen, Dedicated to the Sun, and to the diſhonour of God 
fo much abuſed by their Heatheniſh Superſtition, and Idolatry : Whether 
Chriſtians in the Apoſtles time, or afterward ſhould not have done well to 
have choſen Friday, or Saturday, or ſome other day for their ſtanding day 
of the week for Gads ſervice rather then the Sunday ? | 

Anſwer, To alter or change the Sabbath from the ſeventh day, and to 
make it the eighth, ninth, faxth, or any other than the ſeventh, which is 
the laſt day of the week, isagainſt the expreſs Law of God, as before hath 
hath b:en ſhewed, though it be no where forbidden to alter the whole week 
by beginning the ſame ſooner, or later, 4 

Secondly, They lawfully might, and did alter and change both the 
name,and alſo the Worſhip,or ſervice done on that day; for they called ir 
no longer Sunday unleſs in their common talk with the Heathen, but they 
called it the Lords day ; being the day which the Lord in this Law _ 

| £ | manded 
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manded to be SanQifyed ; Neither did they adore, and Worſhip the Sun 
any more. on that day, but the Lord their Creator and Redeemer. 

Tbirdly, I is true that all the week-days were abuſed to the Idolatrous 
Worſhip of the Planets, though not in the like degree as was the Sunday : 
And that one day, in it ſelf, was ns more holy than another ; Yet Chriſt; 
45 (hould not have done well in changing, or in their endeavouring to have 
changed their ſtanding ſervice day, from Sunday to any other day of the 
week; and that for theſe reaſons. 

1. B:cauſe of the contempt, ſcorn and deriſion they thereby ſh)uld be 
had in among all the Gentiles with whom they lived; and coward whom 
they ought by St, Pauls rule to live inoffenlively I Cor, 10. 32, in things 
indifferent. If the Gentiles thought hardly, and ſpake evil of rwem, for thar 
they ran wot into the ſame exceſs of rict with them : 1.Pe'. 4.4. what would 
they have ſaid of Chriſtians for ſuch an Innovation as wouid have b:en made 
by their change of their ſtanding ſervice-day ? If long before this, the Jews 
were had in ſuch diſdain among the Genriles for their Saturday-Sabbath 
( which the Gentiles held to be a fingularity, and innovation brought in by 
Moſes ) infomuch that Feremy lamenteth the ſame, Lam. 1. 7, How grie- 
vous would b- their Taunts and reproaches againſt the poor Chriſtians living 
with them,and under their power, for their new ſer Sacred day, had the 
Chriſtians choſen any other than the Sunday ? Had Sr. Frazci Drake, and 
Captain Cavendiſe, and their companies, who Travelled round the Farth 
with them, either out of tenderneſs of Conſcience, or elſe out of obſtinacy 
continued to keep that Sunday Sacred which fell ro them by courſe,aud true 
tale of thedays ſucceeding each other:they muſt needs have had their Sunday 
en our Munday, and our Sunday would be their Saturday: When it was 
holy day with them, it would be working day with us; and holy day with 
us when they would work. S5 Tacitus ſaid of the Fews, Profana tlic que a- 
pud nos ſacra, rurſum-conceſſa,que nobss illicita(a).Now how un. _ | 
quiet,may any one imagine ſhould thoſe Travellers have lived (2)C9*Tacit. 
among us, as long as our Sunday was a week-day with them? P/#4+ #21: 
Would not every Ballad-maker have had them in their Rimes ? -W 2uld 
they not have been a by-word with all ? and every Apparator would be 
ready with a Citation for them. And can we conceive that Chriftians. at 
firſt ſhould find more favour from the Heathen for their wilfulnelſs which 
was leſs excuſeable ? v 

2, Moſt Chriſtians then were either Servants or of the poorer fort of Peo- 
ple : and the Gentiles ( moſt provably ) would not give their ſervants liber- 
2M " ceaſe from working on auy other ſet day conſtantiy, except on their 

unday, 

3. Had they changed their ſeventh day from their Sunday to another day, 
there muſt have followed an unſufferable confuſion in the count of the 
week-days with whom they lived, as for example : had Sir Francis Drake, 
and his company obſerved at his return, the weeks which by his exa@ ac. 
count. 
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count fell to them by courſe 5 and not have changed them, and madethem 
the ſame with {our weeks, there would have followed a miſerable confuſion 
even in their own families. The third day of the week with ſome muſthaye 
been the fourth with others of the ſame family, And never a day would 
have been the ſame with them all. The hke would it have been with the 
Chriſtians and Gentiles with whom they lived, if they had changed their ſe. 
venth ſtanding day for Gods Worſhip (which was Sunday) for another. 

4. Becauſe had they aflayed ſuch a change, it would have been a Teſti- 
mony againſt them of ſighting the Glorious Refurrefion of our Lord and 
Saviour, The Sun of Righteouſneſs, Mal. 4. 2. who on the Sunday moſt Tri- 
umphantly Roſe from the Dead tor the Juſtification of all his People. 

5. Ir would have been but labour in vain for them to have aſſayed the 
ſame, they could never have brought it to paſ#, For, 

3, They hadno authoritative ſpecification of any ſet day either by Je- 
ſus Chriſt, er by his Apoſtles, on which they ought to keep the Lords day. 
Had there ſo been, Sr, Pawl would never have preſt the indifferency of days, 
as he did, Rom, 14, I, 2, Cd, 2, 16, nor would he himſelf have with 
the believing Fews kept the Saturday, As 13. 14, 4%. 17, 2, 18. 4, and 
with the Chriſtians, ( by Chriſtians I mean the Gentiles converted to Chriſt, ) 
have kept the Sunday, As 20. 7. I Cor, 16, 2. neither would the belic- 
ving Fews bave remained fo obſtinate, but would have kept that day for 
their Sabbath, which was ſo pointed out unto them, if there had been ſuch: 
Whereas they for the generaliry of them, would never be withdrawn to 
keep any other than their Saturday for their Sabbath, hundreds of years af- 
ter the Apoſtles days, | 

2. They had no coercive Power to draw refuſers to the obſervation of 
any other day for the Lordsday , had they been ſo diſpoſed to have ſet . 
any other, 

a Chriſtians were not all of one City, or of one Countrey, or of one 
Nation, Tongue or Government. It would have been even a miracle to 
have gotten all Chriſtians in all parts of the World to have obſerved one and 
the ſameday for the Lords day with them all, which ſhould be choſen, not 
by a general meeting, or by a general conſent, but by ſome of them only, 
had they choſen any other than the day of the Sun, which they were gene- 
rally before their Converſion accuſtomed to keep. "The People of 1ſrael 
viere but one Nation, all of one Tongue, and ſevered from all other People, 
and alſo had 2oſes their Captain-General : yet Moſes ſhould never have 
withdrawn them from their old accuſtomed Gays to the obſervation of the 
Sarurday-Sabbath, different from the cuſtom of all other Nations, had not 
the Lord God miraculouſly in the fall of Quails and Manna, Exod, 16. 12; 
16, 22, 23, 26, ſhewed that it was his good pleaſure foto have it, when be 
aſſigned unto them their fix days for their labour, and fo pointing out ro them 
the Saturday, being the ſeventh from their firſt gathering Quails and Man- 
na, to be the day of Holy Reſt unto the Lord. Sylveſter the firſt Pope of that 

name, 
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name, when out of his hatred to the memory of the Hearhen Gods, he would 


- have changed but the names of the week-days, decreed them to be called 


by the names of Ferie, as hath been before {hewed ; though he was of 
great Authority and Command, and highly beloved of the People ; yer he 
could not prevail herein, but with very few. except Schollars ; the vulgar 
People in their common talk, called their week daysas they did before, by 
thenames of the Planets ; and fo have they continued co call them, even to 
this day. The Fews are now a weak People, yet there is not a Prince or 
Power on eatth able to withdraw them from their Superſtitious Cuſtom of 
keeping the Saturday Sacred ; yea the believing Fews, as was ſhewed, in 
the Apoſtles time, and in many years after, could not be won by any means 
that the Chriſtians might uſe, to give over theic Saturday-Sabbath, and for 
Unities ſake ro keep the Lords day on the Sunday, except a very few of 
them who better knew and acknowledged their liberty by Chriſt. How im- 
poſbble may we then think it to be for any to bring to paſs, that all Chrifians 
in all quarters of the World,ſhould leave off their obſerving the. Sunday Sa- 
cred, and have another day inſtead thereof?[n vain therefore would it have 
been for poor Chriftians at firſt to have aflayed the ſame, 

Theſe reaſons,'if there were no more, may ſuffice to ſhew, that although 
all days be in themſelves indifferent : yet Chriſtians ſhould not have well 
done, had they endeavoured to have changed their ſeventh Sacred day,from 
Sunday to any other week-day ; no not to Thurſday, though it was the day 
of Chrift his glorious Aſcenſionz nor to Friday , though it was the day 
in which Chriſt paid our Ranſom: but better to retain the ſame day as they 
did ; and which the Church of Chrift hath ſince that kepr, even to this pre- 
ſent time, and by Gods Grace will ſo do unto the end, 
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The Sabbath-day is to be ſanttified. "E 
Works of Ptety, Government, and of Nature only are to be done on 
the Sabbath-day, &c. the neceſſary helps thereunto. . 


hath been before ſhewed, that the Sabbath day in this Law com- - 
 manded to be kept holy, is not a part of a day as is the Artificial 
day, but an whole day, And that it is not ſuch a kind of day as are the 
days of the Creation mentioned in the firſt of Geneſis, but ſuch a kind of day, . 
as is or hath been a uſe with men. And alſo thar it is not in tale, the: fifrh, - 
fixth, eighth, or ninth day, but the ſeventh;, nor the ſeventh day of the - 
month, but the ſeventh day of the week, the day following the fix known : 
days of labour, where men dwell and inhabit, Which day with Chriftjans - 
15 vulgarly called Snnday, otherwiſe more fitly, and as indeed it js, The Lords 
day, even our Sabbath-day te the Lord, Ne To nl 
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Now in thenext place is to be ſhewed bow the Lords day is to be San- 
Ctihed, To the ſanctification of the Sabbath-day of the Lord, which we call _ 
the Lords day, two things are required, | 
1, That we keep it a day of reſt, 
2. That we Sanctihe that time of reſt. 
That weare to keep it a day of reſt the Scripture fully ſhewerh. 
On the ſeventh day thou ſhalt reſt, in Earing time and in Harveſt, Exod. 
34 21. The like have we in divers other places of Scripture, calling it 
a day of reſt, | 

All men areto ceaſe from the works of their calling, which on other days 
they lawfully may, yea and ought to do for the maintenance of them- 
ſelves and theirs. Six days ſhall work be done, but the ſeventh day s 
the Sabbath of reſt, ye ſhall do no work therein, Lev, 23, 3, So are the 
words kere in this Law, Thou ſhalt not do any work, 

But whereas we are here forbidden to do any work,we muſt not fo under- 
ſtand the words, as if on rheSabbath-day we ſhould reſt from all kind and 
marn:r of works, and ſo dono work at all upon that day, the words of 
the Text d5 not bear ſuch a ſenſe, Theſe are the words of the Command- 
ment, T2892 95 MWYIN--X?, Thou fhalt do all thy Trade, Art, or Occu- 
pation, and ſuch are the words of the Text in divers other places of Scrip- 
rure. Deut, 5, 14. Exod. 35. 2. and 31.15. Lev. 23. 3, 7. Val, Schindler 
in his Pentaglot. on the root, Ix telleth us thus; The Rabbins take 
TARNDD for Art or Vocation, and FMINID in the plural, for Arts, and Voca- 
tions, So Arias Montanus alſo corretterh Pagnines Tranſlation of the Bible, 
that whereas Pagnine hath it, Non facies omne opws, he turnethit, Non facies 
omnem funFionem, Deut. 5. 14, where Pagaine Tranſlateth thus, Ommy qui 
Jecerit in eo opus, &c. Montanwus bath ir, Omns faciens in eo funtionem, Exod. 
25. 2. Where Pagnine ſaith, Omns factens opus in die Sabbati; it is thus to 
be read according to Montanus, Omnis faciens opificium in die ceſſationss, GC, 
Exod, 31.15. The like may be ſeen in divers other places of Scripture, fo 
Tranſlated by the one, and fo Corrected by the other. Whence we may 
gather that the true meaning of theſe words commonly read in our Tranſla- 
rion?, Thow ſhalt not do any work: is not that we ſhould do no manner of 
work at all ; bur that we ſhould doon the Sabbath-day no manner of the 
' works of our Trade, Function and Occupation, The Smith is not to work 
ar jiis Anvil, nor the Shoomaker with his Aw], nor any other about any 
works that belong to mens Trade and Profeſſion, which on the fix days of 
lzbour they may and ſhould do for getting their maintenance and live- 
}vhood, 

: There be ſome other works which on every day may lawfully be done, 
even on the Sabbath-day it ſelf without the leaſt breach of this Law, and 
they are of three forte, 

1. Works of Piety, 

2. Works of Government towards the Creature fubjeted to us, _

3. Works needful to the preſervation of mans life. 

Theſe works may be done one every day without any violation of the 
Law of the Sabbath, Neither doth the Law of the Sabbath abridge us from 
doing them on any day, 

hat God ordained before ever the ſeventh day was in being, was nor,and 
15 not nulled or abridged by the Law of the Sabbath, but theſe works were 
before ordained by the Lord. 

Firſt, Man was'made and had his being to ſerve God, to Honour and 
Worſhip him, to perform duties of Piety, in ſuch manner as he ſhould ap- 
point him. 'The doing of theſe duties on the Sabbath-day doth no Violari- 
on to the Law of the Sabbath, Men doing them may be ſaid to break or 
profane the Sabbath ; yet not break the Law of the Sabb.th, When we 
have been diligent on the Sabbath-day in doing ſervice unto God, and the 
duties he requireth of us for his Honour, we may therein be ſaid not to meke 
the day a day of reff, but to break the reſt or Sabbath; yet not ro break the 
Commandment by doing theſe works. "Thus Chriſt told the Phariſees, that 
the Prieſts in the Temple did profane the Sabbath and are blameleis, 47ar. 
12.5, Sure they could not be ſaid to be blameleſs, had they by their Sacri- 
ficing Bullocks or Sheep broken the Commandment ; they brake the Sab- 


bath,they made it not a day of reſt from theſe works,and fo were ſaid to pro- 


fane ir, that is, in reſpeCt of theſe Jabours they made it common with other 
days; all days being alike Lawful or common for doing works of 
Piety. 

Secondly, Works of Government of the Creatures ſubje&ted unto mar, 
were ordained of the Lord before man was made, Let ws make man ( faith 
God) #n our Image after our likeneſs, and let them have dominion ever, &c. 
Gen. 1. 26, 28, and when God had made man, he commanded them to 
have Dominion over the Fiſh of the Sea, over the Foul, over Cattle, and 
over every living thing upon the Earth. This Law and Ordinance was not 
repealed or nulled by any ſucceeding Law. Man is to exerciſe this his Rule 
and Government commitred unto him on any day. If fire ſhould threaten 
to deſtroy a houſe or houſes, Corn, or ſuch like on the Sabbath-day, man is 
as well bound to uſe his power in ſuppreſſing the ſame on the Sabbath-day as 
on ary other, If Water indanger drowning of Cattle, or if Cattle ftrive 
together, whereby ſome are like to periſh, and man do- not ſuccour and 
ſeek to preſerve what was in danger, becauſe it was on the Sabbath day, he 
ſheweth himſelf ro be a bad Governour of the Creaturez or if he ſhould ſuf. 
fer Sheep or other Cattle toperiſh for want of Foddering, Folding , or Hou- 
ſing them, asnecd requireth, he is not worthy to have the Government of 
Cattle. 

The like I ſay, concerning works needful for the preſervation of mans 
life, When Adam was in the flate of Innocency, before ever the ſeventh 
day was, even on the day of his Creation, th: Lord ordained him food, Be. 
bold, I have given you, ſaid God, _ berb bearing ſeed, ( ſome whereof 
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were Phyſical ) wzich & upon the face of all the Karth : and every Tree in 
which i the fruit of a Tree yielding ſeed, to you it ſhall be fer meat, Gen. 1.29. 
It was Gods will ard Orainarce that man beirg mace a hving ſoul ſhou'd 
ule the means for the preſervation of his life. And this his O:cinance, was 
rcver repealed by any ſucceeding Law, All thele three kind of works 
may be done on the Sabbath-day at well as on other days ; always provided 
that there be no irregularity in performing them, We muſt have regard 
ro n-cefiity requiring preſent help ; when this giveth way, the duties: more 
exc.!!:nt are more efpecially to be regerded, And as theſe works may be 
doriz on the Lords day, fo may the neceflary helps thereunto ,be then done 
alſo. A man may on the Sabbath-day Travel on foot to the meceting place, 
and aſſembly of Geds People ; and it he cannot well go on foot he may ride. 
Aiſo as men may feed, fold or houſe their Cattle on the Lords day, fo may 
they uſe the neceſſary helps thereunto, which could not þe done the day be- 
fore. Ando alſo may they not only cat, drink, ſleep, and take Phyſick ac- 
cording as need requireth, but alfo may uſe needful helps thereunto; as heat- 
ing their mear, and ſuch like ; for all ſtomacks cannot feed on cold mear. 
Bur let ail take heed left under a pretence of neceflity, he robs God of his 
due Honour, and his Conſcience of true Peace, 

 Osject. But here ſome will object, rhat this Commandmint tyed the 


' T-ws from kindling any fire an their Sabbath-day. If then we are bound to 


keep this Law as ſtriftly as the Fews were, we ought not to kindle fire at 
ail upon the Sabbath-day for any occaſion whatſoever, though for ſaving 
6:5 life. | | 

Znſwer, To whico I anſwer : that this precept in Exodus the five and 
rnictiech Chapter, and third Verſe , forbade the Fews not from making any 
fire at all, whether it be a kelp towards the duties of piety, or mens health 


_ and ſafery: Bur from making fire, whereby it ſhould be a help towards 


their Trades, Occupations or FunQtions which are expreſly forbidden. to be 
don in this Commanament on the Sabbath day. And that this is the meaning 
may appear, for that, 

Fi:{t, This precept hath an eye, and refledeth on the words immcdiatc- 
ly going before 1n the former Veiſe, in which is a rekearſal of the ſumm of 
es this fourth Commandment. in theſe words, according to the 
Savoy Hebrew Text, (a) Six days ſhall Fun&ion (Occupation or 

578 Trade) be done, and in the ſeventh there ſhall be to you holineſs, 
a reſt of ceſſation to the Lord, every one doing his Funttion in that day {all 
die, Tnen immediately followeth, There ſhall no fire be kindled in all your 
batitations inthe day of ceſſation. The works about mens perſonal calling, 
and funttions for getting wealth being forbidden in the former Verſe; in 
tis 15 forbidden the means tending thereto, as the kindling of fire. And 
haply kindling fire is here mentioned rather than any other means; for that 
they being all Brick-makers in Egypt before, they kindled fire throughour 
their Habitations for the burning their tale of Bricks, But when works are 

lawful, 
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lawful and needful to be done on the Sabbath-day, ſach as are works of 
piety, and works of preſerving the Life of Man, the neceflary belps there- 
unto, as making fire 18 lawful alſo. | 

Secondly, The continued, and never blamed pratice of the Tews of 
raking fire on the Sabbath-day for theſe Cuties, proveth the ſame. They 
were never at any time blamed for making fire on the Sabbath fer theſe &11- 
ties,as far as we can read in Sacred Scripture, The man that was put to death 
for gathering wood (whether to faggot it,or to add ir to his Pile or Heap, 2s 
not expreſſed ) on the Sabbath day, Num, 15. 32. doth make nothing keie- 
ro, And that they did mike fire on the Sabbath-days for theſe duties is un- 
deniable, How elſe ſhou!d rhe mcart-cficrings baken in Ovens and in Pans, 
and inFrying-pans be made, which they were to bring to the Prictis as oblarie 
ons? Levit. 2.4, 5,7, How elf: could the Shew-bread be Baked, which were 
conſtantly provided and fer on the pure Table of the Lord every Sabbath. 

Gay.? Lit. 24. 5, 6, &c., And how elſe ſhould the Paſchai LMmb be 
Roaſted, when the Feaſt of the Pailover tell on the Sabbath-d.y ? Every 
family was then to cat Roaſt-meat throughout their Habitations ; ard the 

remains to burnt in the fire, tha nothing be left until} the moaraing , Ex, 

12, Io. Sure theſe things could nor be Jone without making fire. In like 
manner did they. make fire on. the StÞbbith fer preſervation uf their life 

and health, For doubtlets the [ries biken and (od their Marnni on 
their Sabbath-days, as they did on the other days of the week, C.1d Manra, 
and unpound would not agree witn many mens ſtomacks on the Sabbath} 

who on everyof the other days did eat it h2tgeither Baked or Sodder,On every 

of the other fix days they guthered every man according to his eating an O- 

mer for every man, Excd. 16. 16,18, Andthen pround it, or bear it in a 
Maortar, and baked it in Pans, and made Cakes of it, Numb. 11.8. And in 
that week which was ſet tor the meaſuring out ro them cheir firſt Suurday - 

Sabbath, which was their ſeventh day from their firft beginning of gathe- 

ring Quails and Manna ; Moſes on the f1xth day ( that is, on the day before 

their new Sabbath appointed )) ſaid unto them, Th js that which the Lord 
hath ſaid, To morrow is the reſt of the Holy Sabbath unto the Lord; Bake that 
which you will Bake to day, and ſeethe that you will ſeethe ; and that which ve- 

maineth over, lay up for yor to be kept until the morning, Exod. 16, 23,24. 

On rhis Gxth day they gathered double to what they did before ; whereof 

Msſes told them) that the ore part they ſhould Bake orSecthe at their pleaſure, 

but the remainder, that is, the other part, they were not willed «<ither ro 

Bake or to Scethe on that diy, but ro lay it up for thenext day ; the which 

they did : andalthough ir was neither Baked nor Sodden, yet it Rank not 

neither did worms appear therein. Now if the J/7aclites might not pound 

the faid Manna laid up for their Food, nor Bake,nor Boyl the ſame, and ſo e.t 

it hot,as on other days; the Sabbath-day which ſhould be a delight unto 

themy, would breed them ſorrow, and be burthenſome unto them : and duubr- 
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= -I:fthan we ſhould read of their complaints hereof. We read how they com- 
|. plained for want of change, and wept when they remembred the Fleſh, Cu- 
cumbers, Melons, Leeks, Onions, and Garlick which they had in Egypt : But 
now ſaid they, our ſoul « dried away, there i nothing beſide this Manna, &c. 
Aumb. 11.6. How would they have complained it on the Sabbath-days 
they ſhould have been driven to have eaten the Manna, not P-und, nor Ba- 
ked, nor $2d ? Their ſilence herein arguerh them not ro have been driven 
to ſuch a ſtrait, but that they did cither Bake or Boyl their Manna, and fo 
eat it hot as they did on the other days; the which could not be done with- © 
cut their making a fire, | 

Or otherwiſe if by this precept the Fews were not to make any fire at all 
on their Sabbath-day, neither for the furtherance of their Services, and du- 
tics towards God, nor for the preſervation of the health, and life of man ; 
then | ſay that that precept was particularly given to the Fews, and peculi- 
arly concerned that Nation and no other Common-Wealth whatſoever. 
And that this Commandment bound them not thereto, no more than it bind- 
ethus or any other People whatſoever. This Law bound, and doth bind all 
men to make the ſeventh day with them a day of reſt,not only from works of 
ſlavery, commecnly called ſervile works, from which the Fews were bound on 
thcir Feaſt of the Paſſyver : Lev. 23. 7. Num, 28,18, and on certain other 
of their Feaſt-Jays, Lev, 23. 8,21, 25, 35, 36: Num.28.25,26, But als 
ſo trem all the works of mens Trade, Occupation, or Function whatſoever : 
Yea our thoughts, and minds are not to be upon them on the Lords day ; 
as the one are called our works, Exod. 23. 12: fo the other are called our 
thoughts, 

This Law bindeth all, that they ſhould not only make the ſeventh day to 
be a day of reſt, and ceſſation from all the works of our'callings ; bur alfo 
thar we Sanctifie that reſt. Remember (faith God) that thou Santtifie the 
Sabba:h-day : that is in Engliſh, the day of ceſſation, or reſt, for that is the Sab- 
bath of the Lord. We may well call it the Lords day, or the Lords Sabbath ; 
tor that it is a day holy to the Lord : we are not only to ceaſe from the works 
of our Profetlions and Callings on that day ; but are then to perform alfo, 
and do duties, and works of Holineſs unto the Lord: On the ſeventh day is 
a ceſſation toreſt, a Convocation of holineſs, Lev. 23. 3. Or as it isin our 
Tranſlation ; The ſeventh day is the Sabbath of reſt, and Holy Convocation: 
And in Ex5dus, In the ſeventh day is the reſt of ceſſation, Holineſs to the Lord, 
Exod, 31.15: And a little after that : Jn the ſeventh day ſhall be ro you Ho- 
lineſs, a reſt of ceſſation unto the Lord, Exod. 35. 2: All which do ſhew that 
on the Sabbath-day, which is the day following our fix days of labour, we 
ſhould not only reſt from all our Functions, and works of our Profeflions for 
getting of worldly Wealth and Maintenance, but we are to keep this reft, 
ceſſition or Sabbath holy, to the Glory and Honour of the moſt great God 
our Creator, and Redeemer, _

Queſt. Wany ak here, whether it be lawful for an Apothecary to let. Blood 
in caſe of great need ; or for a Phyſician to miniſter Phyſick to his ſick Patient on 
the Sabbath-day *# - 
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Anſw. Doubtleſs it is lawful : and not only ſo, but either of them may - 


go, or ride for thar purpoſe : it being of the duties before ſpoken -of, tor 
the preſervation of the life and health of Mankind, which are not forbid- 
den by this Law, provided, neither of them do the ſame for his fee, reward. 
and gain; for then he maketh it a work of his Profeſſion, for gaining- of 


Worldly Wealth and maintenance, which may be done on other days, but: _ 


not on the Sabbath, without making himſelfa Tranſgreſlor, 


And now I conclude this point with the expreſs words of the Homily for- 
the time of Prayer, Thus it may plainly appear, that Gods Will and Com-' © 


mandment was to have a ſolemn time and ſtanding day in the week, wherem 
the People ſhould come together, and have in remembrance his wonderful be- 
nefits, and to render bim' thanks for them, as appertaineth to loving, kind, and 
Obedient People, And with that a little before, And therefore by this Com- 
mandment we ought to have a time, as one day in the week, wherein weought 
toreft, yea from our lawful and needfal works ; for like as it appeareth by the 
Commandment, that no man in ſix days ought tobe ſluthful or idle ; but di- 
ligently to labour in that ſlate wherein God bath ſer him : Even ſo God hath gi- 
wen expreſs charge to all men,that upon the Sabbath-day,wbich xs now our Sur- 
day, they (pould ceaſe from ail weekly and work-day labour, to the intent, that 
like as God himſelf wrong ht ſix days and reſted the ſeventh , and Bleſſed and 
Saniified it, and Conſecrated it to quietneſs and reſt from labour : even ſo 
Gods Obedient People ſhould uſe the Sunday Holily. 


As concerning the particular duties to be done on the Sabbath-day, there 
being ſo many Learned and Godly men who have Written ſo fuily of them; 
and are or may bein moſt mens Hands or Cloſers ; I forbear to ſpeak of them 
here for brevities ſake, referring the Reader to their Plenty; and now in the 
next place will ſpeak of the ſecond part of this Commandment, 


The Seventh-day Sabbath. Chap. I = | 
CHAP. XVII. 


The great care and proviſion had by the Lord, for mans keeping and 
Santlifying the Sabbath day. 


HE former pr: of this fourth Commandment, which is, that we ſhould 
F: keep Holy the Szbbath-day, hath been ar large handles before; now 
;r reſteth, that I ſpeak ſomewnat ot the ſecond part alſo; which I will do 
briefly in this Chapter, 


In this ſecond part 1s ſet out in many words the great care and proviſien 
had of the Lord, that men ſhould obſerve this Law, and keep boly the Sab- 
bath'day as God commandeth, And this proviſion of the Lord ſtanderh 
not in one, two or three oaly, but in many and weighty Inducements and 
reaſons, the leaſt of which ſhould have been ſuthcient to inforce our Obe- 
dience, had not our hearts been hardned, and we mcſt rebellious, wiltully 
refuſing to yieid Obedience unto the ſame.

The ſeveral tnducements and reaſons the Lord uſed to win us unto obe- 
cience to th's Law are thete. 
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Firſt, Is the Caveat prefixed on'y to this, and to none other of the Gorr- 
mandments, Remember, Rememver the Sabbath day to Sanitifie it. is 
charge of heedfulneſs wou'd mightily: work upon an Obedient heart ; he 
would every day of his {ix,be thinking how to do and diſpatch ail his buſinefles 
in thoſe days,that when the ſeventh day come, he may freely without any 
incumbrance, betake himſelf ro the Worſhip and Service of his God'; and 
when it cometh will be mindful of the day, and careful of obſerving and 
keeping the ſame Holy as his God Commandeth, 


_ Secondiy, The Lord hath here plainly pointed out unto mar, what 
day is the S:bbarh-day which he ſhould SanQtifie, The Lerd hath affixed 
a 1t were an Index to this Law ; that as the true hour of the day iz known 
and pointed out by the Index or Finger in a Dia},whereby he that can but 
tell the number of the hcur-lines, may cafily know what hour of the day 
itis ; ſo here, he that czr. but tell the days of the week, may eaily tell 
what day is the SzbbatE-Coy. Six day: ſhalt thou Iabour and do all thy 
work, but the ſeventh «ay is the Sabbath, The ſeventh day is the Sabbath, 
not the feventh day trem thy Birth, ner the ſeventh day from the firſt 
beginning of the Ciration, nor from 2ny ſet Epoche; For then it would 
have put the moſt skiltul Mathematicians to a ſtand, for the finding out 
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when this ſeventh day ſhould begin, but it is the day following the fix days 
of labour, In what Countrey ſoever a man is, though he is not well $kil- 
led in the Language of that place, and doth nor underſtand what the names 
of the week days ſignifi ; yer if he can tell which be their fix work-days, 
he may thea tell alſo which is their ſeventh day, Ir maketh not much by 
what names the days of the week be called, nor what the fignification of 
either or any of the week-days ſhould be. The ſeventh day of the 
week with Chriftians, hath been called by divers ſeveral names, and that 
eveniby C5riftians themſelves, ſuch as theſe: Sunday : The Lurds day: The 
firſt day of the Week: And in latter times it hath been called alſo the Sab- 
bath-day; bur in the firit times Chriſtians would not call it the Sabbarh-day, 
becauſe all rar Gentes deteſted the name of Sabbath, as the Fews did the 
name of Sunday, as before is ſhewed : Neither could they reliſh this name 
tor a good while after their Converſion, Itis not much matter by which 
of theſe names we call our ſeventh day g nor whether we underſtand the 
fignihcation of the name 5 as what Sunday, or The Lords day, or The firft 
day of the wtek do ſ1gnifie, or why we do ſo call our ſeventh day, Though 
he do not know it to be called Sunday from our Heathen Anceſtors, who 
called this day ſo, in honour of the Sun, whom they Worſhipped : nor 
know it to becalled the Lords day, becauſe it is his Sabbath who SanQifi- 
edit: nor know it to be called the firft day of the week, for that the Fews 
called this day the firſt of the Sabbath, and fo was called by them in Sacred 
Scripture ; and for that the latter Tranſlators of the Bible, would have this 
name by which the Zews called it, to be in our Tongue, called the firff 
day of the week ; So as that now we count it not the day of the Sun, as our 
Heathen Anceſtors did : nor count it to be the firſt of our work-days, or 
firſt in order and tale of our week-days as the Jews did, The name of the: 
day doth neither add or alter any thing of the nature thereof. 


Thirdly, Here is ſet down the equity of this Law. Ir iz ſo reaſonable 
that none need complain, The Lord alloweth man fix days, and reſerveth 
but one for himſelf, Six days ſhalt thow labour and ds all that thou haſt to 
do, but the ſeventh day is the Sabbath How unreaſonable are ſuch who are net 
contented with the Lord's liberal allowance, bur incroach on the Lords day 
alſo, which he reſerved for his own honour 2nd worſhip ? 


Fourthly, In that the Lord did in many words ſet down fo punctually. | 
I, The works from which-men are reſtrained. 2, The perſons who are | 


reſtrained, 


The works forbidden are all kind of Trades, Profeſſions and Occupati- 
ans, which on other days men do or may uſe for getting their living. and 


maintenance, There is no word in Engliſh , which doth. fo fully ex- 
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- preſs MARPD, which here the Lord forbiddeth to be done, as doth Fun- 

. - ion, Art or. Occupation, - as I ſhewed before, fo that none can excuſe 
himſelf, faying, that his Profeſſion requireth little or no labour of the Bo- 
dy ; as do Husbandry and divers other Handicrafts : for God forbids 
TIRID-- 5D all Vocations, FunCtions or Occupations, Men ought to ab- 
ſtain from all their works, of what Profeffion or Vocation ſoever they be, 
Yea theſe works are not only forbidden in reſpe& of the labour of the 

' hand, but of the Tongue and mind alſo ; we ſhould not be talking of | 
them , neither ſhould our hearts and minds run on them on the 
Lords day. | 


As God for the furtherance of Mans true Obedience to this Law, hath 
fully ſhewed the works we are forbidden ro do, fo doth he alfo as fully, 
and in many words ſhew who are forbidden to do any of theſe works ; 
Thou, nor thy Son, nor thy Daughter, nor, &c, Whoſoever hath any au- 
thority and command over himſelf, muſt not only be careful that he him- 
ſelf abſtain from his labours, but alſo if he hath authority and command 
over others, as Son, Daughter, Man, or Maid, Ox, or Aſs, he is to ſee 
that they alſo ceaſe from all work-day labours on the ſeventh day ; he is not 
to imploy any of them : He nor any of his may imploy either Ox or Aſs, 
nor lend or let them to hire for their labour on the ſeventh day, or on any 
part of that day. The Lords expreſſions are large herein, that fo all pre- 
tences and excuſes may be taken away, 
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Fifthly, The Lord ſheweth here, and would have us to know that we 
have no right unto the ſeventh day, nor to any part thereof, for doing of our 
own works thereon, for the ſeventh day 1s the Lords day, and n& ours, 
it is The Sabbath of the Lord thy God, ( as it 1s in this place in our Bibles 
ſo Tranſlated,) it is, faith God, 12 MAW a Sabbath to the Lord : that 
is, a Reſt or Ceflation to the Lord, as before 1 have ſhewed., See chap. 8. 
It 1s a day Holy to the Lord, and therefore none other than the Lords, All 
the Tithe of the Land, whether the ſeed of the Land, or of the Fruit of the 
Tree, (in the time of the Law.) was the Lords, Levit,27.30, and fo was the 
Tithe of the Herd or of the Flock, even of whatſoever paſſed under the 
rod, verſe 32. for the Tithe of all theſe "were Holy to the Lord, werſe 
ZO, 32. and therefore they were the Lords ; they were his Sced, his Fruit, 
his Lambs, &c, One Lamb was no more Holy than another when the y 
fell from their Damms; and before they were-Tithed out, the Poſleflor 
of them might have mingled them at his pleaſure z he was nor tied to be- ' 
gin his Tithiong at one Lambrather than at another ; but frem what Lamb 
loever he began, every tenth Lamb that in order paſſed under the Rod was 
the Lords: he might net then change it, nor ſearch whether it was good 
or bad; werſe 33. it was then Holy to the Lord, it was the Lords 
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l Sixthly , The Lord was pleaſed to fer out unto us the ground of thi; 
; Law ; why he would have a day in a week appointed for his Wor- 
4 ſhip , rather than a week in every month, or a month in every year : 
; And why he would have the ſeventh day for his Service rather than the 


tenth; the ground hereof the Lord here ſheweth to be this ; In /ix 
days the Lord mage Heaven and Earth, the -Sea and all that in them 
is; and refled the ſeventh day. The ſame ground for the Sanctification 
of the ſeventh day is alſo declared before in Gen; 2, 3. | 


Seventhly, The Lord declareth , and *he would have his People 
hereby to know that he hath Annexed a Bleſſing unto this day : 
God Bleſſed the ſeventh day, They who wait on the Lord, and 
Serve him fincerely , Curing this their day of attendance , ſhall find 
the Lord a bountiful rewarder : their ceaſing from Jabour for do- 
ing him ſervice, ſhall be for their profit , they ſhall be gainers 


thereby, 


Laſtly, If there had been none other reaſon or motive to ſtir us 
up. unto . Obedience in a careful keeping of the ſeventh day unto the 
Honour of Good, yet this alone which the Lord hath given in the 
Cloſe of this Commandment ſhould ſuffice; The Lord bath Santti- 
fied it: God hath Inſtituted it, Bur when the Lord hath given 
us ſuch a ſpecial Charge of remembring the Sabbath-day to Sar- 
| Qifie it , and bath fo plainly pointed out unto us what the day is 
which - he will have us to SanQtifie - that none may plead Ignorance 

about 
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about the time, and bow - many words the' Lord Tiſed . fa profilbiting all 
works, and in the enurneration of all degrees prohibited : laying down 
alſo the equity hereof, and his own example together, with: his Bleffing 
+ and his Soveraign Inſtitution hereof: how can any without palpable 
Ignorance , or wilful Rebellion plead Ignorance of the Sabbath ? .or know- 
ing it, not yield ready Obedience thereto ? NY en'Y
